Dear Sir— At a regular meeting of the 
Board of Eire Underwriters of Allegheny 
county, held March 10, the following resolu¬ 
tion was unanimously adopted, and I have 
been instructed to respecttuliy present the 
same to your honorable body : 

Resolved, In view of tlie large number of 
great and handsome buildings, many of t hem 
towering from seven to ten stories high, 
which have been erected and are in course of 
construction in the business center of our city, 
and winch not only ados to the beauty and 
prosperity, but largely benefits the city in 
added taxable property, and is therefore enti¬ 
tled to as full protection as possible by the 
Eire and Water Departments; and, also, 

in view of the fact that the Eire Depart¬ 
ment must, depend upon apparatus ami en¬ 
gines provided for past years, when few, if 
any, buildings exceeded four stories in height, 
tmt which are entirely inadequate for present 
necessities, and the Department, is therefore 
unable to do as effective service as they might, 
with better equipments;

Gentlemen The communication from 
the Board of Fire Underwriters of Allegheny 
comity, in relation to better and more power¬ 


ful fire apparatus, movable water tower and 
other appliances to increase the efficiency of 
the Fire Bureau, presented to your honorable 
bodies on May 11, and by you referred to this 
Department, for information iu reference 
thereto, has been by me carefully considered 
and returned to you with the following re¬ 
port : 

First,allow me to call your attention spe¬ 
cifically to the following facts: Since the or¬ 
ganization of the paid lire department, in the 
year 1870, there has been no increase whatever 
in the number of fire engines in the central 
part of our city. It was even then considered 
that three engines in the first five wards were 
absolutely necessary for the proper protection 
of the citizens from lire, and to day we have 
but the same small number in the same dis¬ 
trict, although since then the population, 
number and sizes of houses, and the amount 
of property contained therein, has been mul¬ 
tiplied many times, and, consequently, the 
tire risks have increased in the same propor¬ 
tion. 

There has also been a very great increase in 
the number of large and high buildings in the 
central portion of the city. During the last 
few years many buildings ranging from seven 
to ten stories in height have been erected, and 
others are now in the course of construction. 
This naturally and inevitably increases the 
amount of stock, goods and merchandise con¬ 
stantly kept and stored in said portion of this 
city, and the same, as a matter of fact, is 
much greater than in former years, and much 
of it is most highly in flam triable and combus¬ 
tible. This different condition consequently, 
imperatively demands more apparatus, and' 
apparatus of a larger and more powerful 
kind. 

Therefore, not only have the risks and 
chances of fires naturally multiplied, but the 
fires themselves have been and will continue 
to be more large and fierce and more difficult, 
to handle and control, especially with no 
more apparatus than that necessary years 
ago, and with engines no larger, st ronger or of 
greater capacity than then required. 

The City of Pittsburgh lias now in service 
but 17 engines, and but two of theseare of full 
po we rand capac i tv. 

Again, at ail large fires ttie present size of 
the fire department compels the calling into 
service the apparatus stationed In other dis¬ 
tricts This, of course, consumes much valu¬ 
able time, as, for instance, It takes the Second 
district thirty minutes to respond, reach a 
point below Grant street and place itself in 
service, and the South .Side district twenty 
minutes to respond, reach the old city proper 
and place Itself tu service. Ttie flames by this 
time gain great headway, and tills practice 
also leaves such oLher districts as are t hus 
called out entirely unprotected in case a fire 
then breaks out therein. 

For the proper protection of the city from 
fires I would recommend and urge as a matter 
of great public necessity that the Fire Bureau 
be strengt hened and rendered more efficient 
ami powerful by: 

1st. The purchase of a movable water towev. 
such as is used in nil large cities, which will 
enable the department to reach with effi¬ 
ciency the upper stories and the roofs of the 
various large buildings in the city. 

2d. The placing of at least one additional 
engine house and company, with a first-class 
steamer, at some point within the first five 
wards. That ill addition thereto the engine 
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No. 74. 


in online house No. 1, ill Uie Point, which is ;i 
small thini-class steamer, ami engines in No. 
4, on Forbes street, ami No. J5, on l'emi ave¬ 
nue, near Twelfth street, be replaced with 
more powerful steamers, so that we would 
have full capacity and power for the proper 
handlings of large conflagrations. This would 
* enable the department to have the use of 
more ellioient steamers in the shortest possi¬ 
ble space of time in that portion of the city in 
which the most valuable buildings are lo¬ 
cated, thereby saving loss of time in calling 
for outside help, and enabling the depart¬ 
ment to have enough powerful streams of 
water upon tires almost immediately. The 
small steamers so displaced could be used in 
the outlying wards where engine houses arc 
to be built, such as the house in the Thirty- 
tifth ward, where No. 18 is to be erected, and 
iti the Thirty-first ward, for which an ordi¬ 
nance was passed by ymir honorable bodies 
for t he erection of an engine house, and in 
the Thirteen Hi ward, where the city now owns 
a lot for fire purposes. In all of these wards 
the largest buildings are only from two to 
three stories high, and these steamers would 
be efficient for all purposes therein formally 
years to come. 

.‘Id. I would recommend that the Fire Bu¬ 
reau be furnished one first-class fire boat, 
such as is is used in other cities, Cleveland, 
Baltimore, etc. We have a water front of, 
perhaps, more than 15 miles. Along our 
rivers are located volliable property, such .as 
mills, factories, etc. A fire boat, would fur¬ 
nish efficient protection to the entire South 
Side, from, the city line to below Temperance- 
ville, and as far inland as the base of the hill ; 
it would also give protection on the old city 
side from Glen wood to the Point, and on the 
Allegheny river from the Point to the’Sharps* 
burg bridge. A fire boat, iu addition to 
affording protection to the river front, is so 
constructed Unit it can he worked with ease 
and advantage inland from 1,800 to 2,000 feet, 
which would practically cover all the prop¬ 
erty of the city below Grant, street. And, in 
addition thereto, it is intended and con¬ 
structed. that in case of scarcity of water it 
could Itself supply sufficient water for the use 
of the engines engaged ut any fire within 
5,000 feet of any of our rivers. Notably, would 
this be valuable and necessary on the .South 
Side in case of large fires. Fire boats as now 
built and equipped will throw from 12 to 1 
inch streams and two three to four-inch 
streams, and are also built to act as harbor 
and patrol boats along our wharves and river 
fronts, 

4th. That the fire companies in the First dis¬ 
trict of the city be increased from nine men to 
twelve men ; nine men being notoriously in¬ 
sufficient for the working of the engine, per¬ 
forming the duties of stoker and taking charge 
of the horses, I lose reel and other property, 
and in addition thereto properly handle the 
extremely long line of hose absolutely neces¬ 
sary in almost every fire occurring in this 
district. 

These recommendations coverall the points 
indicated in the communication from the 
Board of Fire Underwriters, and I would re¬ 
spectfully urge upon your honorable bodies 
the Importance of providingthis department, 
at as early a date as possible, the facilities 

herein set out.

Dear Sir:—A t the last meeting of Councils 
there was presented to that honorable body 
by the underwriters of tills city a communica¬ 
tion touching our Fire Department, which 
was referred to yon for consideration. 

While you are investigating the matters 
called to the attention of Councils in that 
important document would it not be well for 
youat. the same time w> consider the propriety 
of a complete reorganization of your fire 
bureau? 

Have we an efficient fire department ? Is it. 
equal to the requirements ol the times? is 
there incompetent management, of fires? 
These are questions repeatedly asked by the 
citizens and taxpayers of this city. 

Whatever the qualifications of the men con¬ 
st! tutlng you r force, w hatever theirsk i 11, what - 
ever their courage in the discharge of their 
dangerous and difficult duties they arc handi¬ 
capped and crippled unless guided, controlled 
and managed by the cool judgment of an 
officer thoroughly equipped for the position 
of superintendent. 

That your present Superintendent is not, in 
your own judgment, such an officer is ample 
attested by your own words and actions. 

I have no harsh or unkind criticism to 
make of the gentleman at the head of your 
Fire Bureau; lie lias spent long years, and 
the most active days of his life in the service. 
But 1 wish to state for your information that 
there is a widespread feeling in the com¬ 
munity that the time has fully come when 
the management of that important depart¬ 
ment should pass into other hands. 

You yourself have repeatedly voiced this 
sentiment, and it is principally upon your 
own utterances that I base this communica¬ 
tion. 

That you. months ago, recognized the press¬ 
ing necessity of a change is-evidenced in the 
fact that you endeavored to secure the*pass¬ 
age of an ordinance creating a new office, and 
authorizing the appointment by you of an 
officer to fill it at a salary of $1,000 R year. 

That officer, who was to be known us Fire 
Director, was to supercede the- present Super¬ 
intendent, assume tlie duties of that official 
and become tlie head of your Fire Bureau. 

After that ordinance had passed Select- 
Council and belore it was presented to the 
Common branch you came to my office and 
asked me if I would approve the measure. 
Before answering I inquired if it was your in¬ 
tention to retain the existing Superintendent 










at tin annual salary of in a position the 

duties and responsibilities of willed were, by 
the ordinance, transferred to a newly created 
odiee. You answered yes, with the explana¬ 
tory remark Uinta prominent politician, giv¬ 
ing the gentleman's name, Would not permit 
Ills removal. 

I then Informed you that 1 would veto the 
ordinance for the reason that I could not favor 
legislation Unit created a new office with a 
large salary, while It at the same time con¬ 
templated the retention. In a lucrative sine¬ 
cure, of the Superintendent whom the new 
appointee was Intended to supercede. 

The ordinance, therefore, never reached 
Common Council. It was permitted to die. 

As a consequence protection from tire in this 
city is intrusted to the care of a department I 
under the direct superintendence of an officer 
whose incapacity you,yourself, have tlmeand 
again declared. And why? Bimply because, 
as you admit, a single individual not con¬ 
nected In any manner with the city govern¬ 
ment issued the decree that a change should 
not he made. I make no charges. I base 1 
these remarks upon a well defined knowledge i 
of your own views. The power of appoint¬ 
ment is with you, and upon you the responsi¬ 
bility rests^ The Fire Department is main¬ 
tained and supported oy the money contrib¬ 
uted by the taxpayers of this city, and they 
have a right to expect in return t he best pos¬ 
sible service. Thai service cannot be rendered 
except by the host possible management, and 
Umt management can only be had through 
the untiring efforts and unquestioned ability 
of the man who stands at the head of the 
bureau. 

I call your attention to this matter because 
I believe it to be in the line of my duty, and I 
do so lu tlie earnest, hope that, whatever the 
necessities demand will be promptly executed 
by you.

N. Evans for superintendent of the Fire Bu¬ 
reau. J made this recommendation by reason ! 
of an Intimate personal knowledge of the ai> j 
tlvlty, capacity and efficiency of Mr. Evans i 
as Chief ol the Fire Department during the 1 
ten years i bud Hie honor to serve t he city as 
n mcmlier of iis Hoard of Fire Commissioners. 

Mr. Evans has been a fireman for thirty-nine 
years, having joined the Vigilant Fire Com¬ 
pany or ''theold Volunteer Fire Deparment” 
in ihe year 18f>2, Abundant evidence that his 
long service bus been honorable to himself, 
and profitable to the City of Pittsburg, in 
found in the comparative statements of the 
annual tire losses of t lie different cities of the 
country. It Is a matter of record that the 
annual fire loss of the City of Pittsburgh 
since ttie work of the Fire Department 1ms 


been superintended by Samuel N. Evans has 
been among the lowest of those of equal size, 
and this notwithstanding the extra-hazardous 
character of our chief industries. It is also a 
matter of record that, notwithstanding the 
fact that miils and factories, from which the 
danger of fire is great, are located in thickly 
settled districts of Pittsburgh, tVie rates of in¬ 
surance in this city have ior a number of 
years averaged lower than in any other city 
ih the country that can be compared to Pitts¬ 
burgh. That much of the credit for this be¬ 
longs to Samuel N. Evans, no fair-minded 
person will deny. That it will be confidently 
claimed for him by all wlio are familiar with 
the details of his work is certain. 

A recent letter addressed to you by His 
Honor, the Mayor, reflecting on the capacity 
of Mr. Evans, and the efficiency of the fire 
service in this city generally, is t he reason for 
writing you on this subject at this time. His 
Honor hangs ids letter on the communica¬ 
tion received at the last meeting of the Select 
i 'onlicit from the Board of Underwriters. 
That body urged appropriations to secure 
suitable apparatus for fighting fires In high 
buildings. Nothing contained in the resolu¬ 
tions laid before the Select Council could be 
construed as reflecting on the officers or em¬ 
ployes of the Fire Bureau. It is true Pitts¬ 
burgh has been visited by two costly fires 
within the past few mouths, but it has no¬ 
where been intimated, except by the Mayor 
i u his letter to you, that the firemen of the 
city did not tight those fires bravely and skil¬ 
fully, When disastrous conflagrations in re¬ 
cent years almost destroyed the cities of Chi¬ 
cago and Boston, the buildings destroyed in 
the latter city being of a more substantial 
character than any in our city, the officers and 
men of the Fire Departments in those cities 
were not censured by the oilier city officials; 
but, on the contrary, were awarded unst inted 
praise for their bruv and heroic efforts to save 
their cities from total destruction. 

It is charged “that Mr. Evans has been re¬ 
tained as Superintendent of the Fire Bureau 
on account, of political services rendered to me, 
or to those wit h whom lam politically asso¬ 
ciated.'” Tills is a mistake, as Mr. Evans is 
not. and never lias been, known as a politi¬ 
cian. I have never asked and have never 
been rendered a political service by him, and 
he has never to my knowledge even been a 
delegate to a nominating convention. Service 
as a fireman for thirty-nine years, more than 
half of which time was ns a volunteer without 
nay, and uu annual fire loss record since he 
has been at the head of the Fire Department 
or Bureau less by many thousands of dollars 
than those of the majority of cities of similar 
size, ought to protect t lie present Superin tend¬ 
er) t of that bureau from unfair and prejudiced 
criticism. 

Notwithstanding the strictures of the Mayor 
on the management of the Fire Bureau, which 
bear the murks of personal hostility to you, 
and the officers and men of your department 
generally,.! believe I lie Fire Bureau of this 
city will compare favorably, in every respect, 
with that of any city in the country, and I 
would advise yon not. to make any changes 
until satisfied yourself Umt the changes when 
made will improve the service. When you 
are sat isfied that you can obtain better officers 
and better men, do so without regard to the 
personal friend ships or personal antipathies 
of anybody. 

But, in proceeding to make such changes, 
while advising yon to look for the best service 
possible, free from any importunities or Infln- 
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dices friendly to the officers and men of the 
Fire Bureau, I would respectfully suggest that 
you should be cautions in accepting the sug¬ 
gestions of one who, within a month of his 
1 induction into tiie office of Mayor of Pitts¬ 
burgh, requested that you should permit the 
return to this city, under guarantee of immu¬ 
nity from police prosecution, of a fugitive 
from justice, whose companions in crime 
were then, as now, serving terms in the peni¬ 
tentiary under conviction for the crime for 
which they were jointly indicted with the fu¬ 
gitive for whom the Mayor sought a safe con¬ 
duct. 

There was reason to believe that i n seeking 
protection for a dangerous crim inn l His Honor 
was not soanxious to serve the best interests 
of the city, whose Chief Magistrate he is, as 
to further personal ends. His sugges¬ 
tions concerning the management of t he Fire 
Bureau may be open to the same suspicion.

| To the President and Members of Select Coun¬ 
cil : 

Gentlemen I respectfully return to your 
honorable body' without my approval “An Or¬ 
dinance (No. 635 of Select Council) authorizing 
and directing advertisements for proposals to 
the City of Pittsburgh for the sale to said city 
! of real estate to be used for ttie relief and em¬ 
ployment of the poor,” <&c., &c. 

This ordinance is objectionable in two re¬ 
spects. Iu the first place it confines the pur¬ 
chase to a riverfront, and in the second place 
it does nut specify even approximately the 
number of acres required. 

Speakiug in general termsl believe that the 
best interests of the city demand that all or¬ 
dinances, specifications and advertisements 
inviting proposals for material and work, or 
for the sale to the city of supplies apparatus 
or real estate, should be so framed as to open 
the door to the widest possible range of com¬ 
petition. 

It will doubtless be generally admitted that 
tills position Is in harmony with the estab¬ 
lished rules of business, and In full accord 
with the spirit of the law governing such mat¬ 
ters. 

Such, however, lias not been the established 
policy oftliis city,. On the other hand the ten¬ 
dency lias been to narrow the sphere of com¬ 
petition. As a consequence our streets, are 
paved with a certain kind of material; our 
fire equipments are confined to apparatus 
having some exclusive device; and the pro¬ 
posals for the sale to the city of land for a 
poor farm are limited to a half dozen of peo¬ 
ple who own suitable property' on a river 
front. 

What has been our past experience in at- 
i tempting to purchase land on our rivers? (Jur 
first effort demonstrated that almost every 
i farm in the county'inspected by your com- 
i mittee was controlled by a syndicate tlmt 
j held an option on the property' at a price less 

i than half that demanded irom the city. Prop¬ 

erty that was held by the rightful owner at 
j $250 or ${50 an acre was generously ottered by 
a philanthropic syndicate to the city at $900 
or $800 an acre. 

Taking advantage of the city’s efforts to buy' 
a borne for tier unfortunate poor, these enter¬ 
prising speculators deemed it a religious duty 
to themselves and the community to thrust, 
if possible, their arms Into the treasury of the 
city and takeout one hundred and fifty or 
two hundred thousand dollars to be equally 
divided between themselves and the legiti- 
| mate owner of the land. 
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The interests of the city cannot be promoted 
by the encouragement of tills kind of enter¬ 
prise. On whatever business principles it 
maybe based, however, ingeniously iMnay 
be explained, in its practical application it 
must- be recognized as a sort of legalized rob¬ 
bery. It simply means the taking of money 
from the treasury without giving an equiva¬ 
lent in return. It is a species of spoliation to 
which the public have in a measure become 
accustomed, but which is nevertheless an out¬ 
rage on the rights of the people. 

Upon the wild frontier, in the midst of a 
rude untutored people it is no uncommon oc¬ 
currence for travellers on a secluded highway 
to be waylaid and robbed, but the plunderers 
of great cities are the excrescent growth of an 
enlightened civilization. 

And what of our second attempt? Concern- 
ingoneof the properties offered it is unneces¬ 
sary to speak. The unfavorable comments 
made at the time regarding it by the press 
and public must be still fresh in the memory 
of each member of your honorable body. 

The party representing another property 
had, immediately prior to the presentation of 
liis proposal obtained an option on a large 
part of the land offered at two-flftli.s ot the 
price demanded by him from the city. Still 
another had been offered to private indivi¬ 
duals at two hundred dollars an acre less than 
the price set forth in his proposition to the 
Controller. 

But one of the farms recommended by 
your committee as suitable for the required 
purpose was offered at anything like an ap¬ 
proach to its real value. 

In view, t herefore, of our past experience 
why should we incorporate in the present or¬ 
dinance a restriction t hat will again render 
the city subject to the power of a few indivi¬ 
duals determined to take advantage of her 
apparent necessity by demanding wild and 
extravagant prices for land which, for I arm¬ 
ing purposes is not worth more than one 
hundred and fifty dollars an acre? 

I cannot think that as individuals and in 
the management of our own affairs we would 
pursue such a course. It does not seem just to 
the city. If we must have property fronting 
on a river the striking out of the restriction to 
which I refer will not in the least prevent its 
purchase. 

But the omission of tills provision will ex¬ 
tend tiie field of competition, and as a result 
other available farms in the county will be 
proposed, and at prices too, if I mistake not, 
that will compel those who control property 
on the river front, to review their estimates 
and reduce very niaterally the excessive 
values placed on their land. 

Is it not reasonable to suppose that by such 
action we might, he able to save fifty or 
seventy-five thousand dollars to the city? Is 
it not worth the effort? But again, is a river 
front essential to a poor farm? 

I have no hesitation in stating that I do not 
believe it is. I know the argument is ad¬ 
vanced that there must be a river to supply 
the necessary water and provide suitable 
drainage. 

If the first part of this argument be true, what 
then becomes of silmilar institution main¬ 
tained and supported by cities and counties 
that have no large streams or rivers? If there 
be truth in the second, it is only proper to add 
that it is an unhappy condition of things that 
makes it necessary to pollute the stream 


which supplies our city ivlth water by empty¬ 
ing into it the filth and sewerage and fetid 
matter that might he used to better purpose 
in fertilizing the soil. 

From Cincinnati we have tlie testimony 
that a river front is not at all essential. It 
might be a convenience, nothing more. 

Artesian wells supply their poor farm with 
an'abundance of good water. From Philadel¬ 
phia we have testimony of a like character. 
Boston, Baltimore and Columbus speak in a 
similar strain, is’ew York says that land* 
fronting on a river is, as a rule too expensive 
for farming purposes. 

Thus we might present cumulative evidence 
from other large cities, tending to establish 
the fact that there are many managers of in¬ 
stitutions similar to ours who do not share in 
the opinion that a poor farm should neces¬ 
sarily border on a river. 

Such a location is a convenience but not a 
necessity. If the convenience could be had 
for reasonable compensation it might be well 
etiougiit to have it, but that, such a thing is 
impossible inis been conclusively demon¬ 
strated by the experience we have already 
had. 

And furthermore, it may be proper to state 
that within a comparatively brief period of 
time the available river fronts within the 
limits of this county will be monopolized by 
manufacturing Industries and growing towns. 

To such a site, therefore, the encroachments 
of population will in a few years constitute 
anew the objections so persistently urged 
against the location of the present farm. If 
this be a truthful statement, and I do not be¬ 
lieve it will be disputed, it presents an unan¬ 
swerable argument against the purchase of an 
expensive farm bordering on the river. 

From the information supplied by the cities 
to which I have referred and by others which 
might be mentioned It becomes evident that 
the prevailing opinion is in favor of a small 
farm, such a farm is the more desirable for 
the reason that the inmates of an almshouse 
are, generally speaking, so debilitated by 
disease and old age as to render them practic¬ 
ally useless in the performance of manual la¬ 
bor. While the inmates of the insane depart¬ 
ment, possess more physical strength it will 
hardly be seriously maintained that ineu of 
disordered intellects and shattered minds are 
capable of rendering reliable or effective ser¬ 
vice in the cultivation of an extensive farm. 

It is moreover true that a very large propor¬ 
tion of those who find homes in our poor 
house have never had the opport unity of ac¬ 
quiring a knowledge of agricultural pursuits. 
Being ignorant of the duties of farm life their 
labor cannot be advantageously utilized in 
that department of industry. 

It has been said by a very Intelligent gentle¬ 
man of extended experience in the manage¬ 
ment of a poor farm that even male paupers 
who are able to work answer no valuable pur¬ 
pose in tilling the soil. Lazy, shiftless and 
utterly without, ambition they seek every op¬ 
portunity to escape the very appearance of 
work. 

The hope of cultivating a laree farm with 
such labor is vain, delusive and unsubstan¬ 
tial. Chicago with her 300 acres and 1,700 pau¬ 
pers cannot raise sufficient vegetables to sup¬ 
ply her institution. As to the growing of 
wheat, rye and oats the experience of other 
cities goes to prove that such grain can be 
bought in the open market formuch less than 












it) costs to product! it through tlie instrument¬ 
ality of pauper labor. 

Is it wise, t litre fore, to put the municipality 
to (the expense of purchasing ail extensive 
farm? Is it not positively unwise to do so, if 
the prices demanded in the past are an index 
of what the cost will be? I submit these ques¬ 
tions earnestly and in the full belief that they 
are worthy of’serious consideration. 

I know tliut suitable employment should be 
provided for those who are supported at the 
expenseof the city, but I believe that a farm 
sufficiently large to furnish pasturage and 
produce the vegetables required by the insti¬ 
tution would supply all the work the inmates 
are able to perform. For such purposes a 
farm of 75 or l(X) acres would be abundantly 
large, and in my judgment the ordinance 
should he so framed us to limit the purchase 
accordingly.

flKNTUKMES:—The high rate of speed of the 
various Traction roads hus greatly Increased 
the danger to lifeund limb at the various inter¬ 
sections ol the different roads; and, experience 
has shown that the policy of having mere flag¬ 
men or corporation police at such crossings 
and intersections, lias been wholly insufficient 
and unsatisfactory, and that all police affairs 
in the City of Pittsburgh should be in the 
police department, and the Bureau of Police 
should luive charge of the crossings and inter¬ 
sections of tiie various roads. 

I believe it to be the duty of the City and 
the Department of Public Safety to guard 
against accidents growing out of rapid transit 
through our streets, and see that they are 
made safe. This expense should not full 
wholly upon the city, but in my opinion the 
various roads of the city should be required 
to take out a yearly license. The fund thus 
obtained would reimburse the city for the 
extra expense incurred by virtue of placing 
additional cornermen at said car crossings, 
curves and swatches in the city. The danger 
points on the roads that are now being oper¬ 
ated, and on those that will be operated with¬ 
in a few months, are 28 in number, by actual 
count and investigation- 
I would suggest as a remedy that Councils 
pass an ordinance directing a car license to be 
levied upon all cars in the City of Pittsburgh, 
and on all cars coining in to said city, and that 
the police force be increased a sufficient num¬ 
ber to cover the dangerous points of the vari¬ 
ous roads. This will place the whole matter 
where it properly belongs, to wit, In the Bureau 







of Police, and will take police powers away 
from the various railways, where it has been 
more or less exercised in the interest of the 
roads and flagmen, and not in the interest of 
public safety. 

This is an exceedingly important matter, in 
view of the large number of fatal and serious 
accidents occurring throughout your city, and 
trusting that it will meet with your early

Gentlemen:— I respectfully return to your 
honorable body, without my approval, Bill 
No. (Ill of Select Council, e?itiMed “An Ordin¬ 
ance for H»e creation and distribution of a 
fund for the care, maintenance and relief of 
aged or disabled policemen. 

Tills ordinance provides that as soon as re¬ 
ceived or collected there shall be set apart for 
the purpose specified, the following moneys, 
to-wit: 

Three-fourths of all moneys received by the 
city from the registration of or taxes upon 
dogs. 

Tiie proceeds of sales of unclaimed, stolen, 
mislaid, or found property within the city. 

One-half of all moneys received from li¬ 
censes granted, pawn-brokers, second-hand 
dealers, amusements, balls, Ac. 






All costs including witness fees in police 
and criminal court cases. 

One-fiftli ol' all fines, costs and penalties 
imposed in and by the various police courts 
of the city 

The proceeds of sales of worn-out, aban¬ 
doned or disused property and horses con¬ 
nected with or used by the Bureau of Police. 

Theordinance directs that the City Treasurer 
shall, immediately upon the receipt of said 
money, or any part thereof, deposit the same 
to the credit and in the name of ‘’The Police 
Pension Fund’’ none of which money shall 
be drawn or paid out except upon and by the 
warrantor the trustees of the Police Pension 
Fund signed by the chairman and counter¬ 
signed by the clerk thereof. 

The trustees of the fund by the provisions of 
the ordinance distribute the money under the 
Ibllowing conditions : 

First. To the legal representatives of any 
mem her of the force who, while in tne dis¬ 
charge of duty, receives an injury resulting in 
death, Sl.UUO.W. 

Second. To any member of the force wiio, 
while in t.he actual performance of duty, shall 
have become permanently disabled, phy¬ 
sically or menially, so as to incapacitate nim 
for police duty, a pension not exceeding#30t).UO 
per annum during his natural life. 

Third. To any member who, while in the 
discharge of bis duty, shall have become 
temporarily disabled, physically or mentally, 
so as to unfit him for police duty, a sum equal 
to his full pay or salary for a period not ex¬ 
ceeding 20 weeks from date of injury. 

Fourt h Any member, who shall have per¬ 
formed police duty for a period of ‘21 years or 
upwards,shall upon application to the trustees 
of the fund be entitled to retirement upon half 
pay during the remainder of ills natural life. 

Such in brief Is the substance of the ordin¬ 
ance. Its intrinsic met its 1 shall not discuss 
as my objections to the measure are based 
entirely upon other considerations. 

Municipal governments have no powers 
oilier than those expressly conferred on them 
by the State, and all their legislation and 
action must be subject to the constitution and 
statutes of the .State to which they belong. 

• Powers in relation to police matters, the 
care and employment of the poor, the estab¬ 
lishment of public schools, the maintenance 
of a fire department, the supplying of water 
ami light, the regulation of mutters touching 
the health of the inhabitants, the care and 
improvement of streets, wharves, markets, 
parks, etc., the licensing of amusements and 
certain occupants, the passage of ordinances 
for the general welfare and safet y of the people 
and kindred matters are conferred by the 
State on the authorities of the city. The legis¬ 
lation of the municipality must be in harmony 
with the express powers conferred by the 
State. 

Any individual may do anything which the 
law does not forbid Ills doing, but the city can 
only do what it is expressly empowered to do. 

Section 18, Article 3, of the constitution 
says: “ No appropriations, except for pensions 
or gratuities for military services, shall be 
made for charitable or benevolent purposes to 
any person or community, nor to any de¬ 
nominational or sectarian Institution, corpor¬ 
ation or association.” 


If I understand this language rightly it 
limits the appropriations for pensions on part 
of the 1 .legislature, to those who had rendered 
military services. If tins be true, how can the 
city, which is a creature of the State, do what 
tlie General Assembly of the State is expressly 
prohibited from doing? 

In the Act of Assembly of 1807, defining the 
duties of the City Treasurer we find the follow¬ 
ing language: “It shall be the duty of tlie 
City Treasurer to receive and safely keep ail 
moneys accruing to the City corporation, and 
shall pay out the same on warrants drawn by 
the Mayor and countersigned by the Control¬ 
ler, and not otherwise. ’* 

This ordinance directs that the Treasurer 
shall deposit certain moneys to f lic credit and 
in the name ofthe Police Pension Fund, to be 
drawn or paid out only upon and by warrants 
of the Trustees of the fund signed by the 
Chairman and countersigned by the Clerk 
thereof. 

Under the Act of Assembly all money must 
be paid otu on warrants drawn by the Mayor 
and countersigned by the Controller. Under 
the ordinance certain moneys must be drawn 
out on warrants signed by the Chairman and 
countersigned by the Clerk of the Board of 
Trustees of the Police Pension Fund. The 
latter is indirect conflict with the Act of As¬ 
sembly and could not, even if approved, be 
enforced. 

“No money,” says Section 16, Article 3, of 
the Constitution, “shall be paid out of the 
treasury except upon appropriations made by 
law, and on warrants drawn by the proper 
officer in pursuance thereof.” This section of 
the Constitution is incorporated in the Act of 
1871, relating to the City Treasurer. 

No appropriation has been made for the 
object specified in this ordinance and, if 
I interpret the law correctly, no money can 
be drawn from the treasury for the purpose 
designated without such appropriation. 

.Section 2, Article 15. of the Constitution de¬ 
clares that “no debt shall be contracted or li¬ 
ability incurred by any municipal commis¬ 
sion, except in pursuance of an appropriation 
previously made therefor by the municipal 
government. 

It does seem perfectly clear that, under the 
Constitution and laws, all the contemplated 
expenditures of the municipality must be 
provided for by the appropriation for each re¬ 
curring year. 

I am informed that there are eight or ten 
officers on the police force at the present time 
who have already served twenty-one years or 
upwards. 

Under the provisions of the ordinance these 
men would, by the presentation of their ap¬ 
plications, be entitled to immediate retire¬ 
ment on half pay during the remaining years 
of their natural lives. This retroactive feat¬ 
ure of the ordinance applies to but one elass 
of officers, some of whom may be, and doubt¬ 
less are, just as well qualified, physically, to 
earn a livlihood as they have been during any 
period ot their past lives. Why, then, should 
the general public be taxed for the pensioning 
of members ol the police force, who, in the 
first place may not need such assistance; and 
who, In the second place may be just as able 
to earn a living as the great mass of citizens 
wli<5 earn their daily bread in our workshops 
and mills? Under the provisions ofthe or¬ 
dinance a strong vigorous policeman of forty- 
five who had served twenty-one years may 
demand a pension, because the measure eon- 
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tains no restrictions excluding such a person 
from its benefits. 

Outside of and beyond the objections which 
I have tried to present, 1 cannot bring myself 
to believe the present an opportune time for 
our city to inaugurate a scheme, however 
bwiellclent in Itself for tiie insuring and pen¬ 
sioning of her employes. 

What the next year may bring forth for our 
city none ot ns can at t-hc present predict. 

Should “curative legislation” be declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme Court, the 
demands of t he lax gatherer on the taxpayers 
of the city will be sufficiently onerous without 
the supper-added burden, however small, 
consequent on the operations of this ordin¬ 
ance. 

That some suitable provision should be 
mudeforthc officer who is permanently in¬ 
jured, or for the dependent family of an 
officer who sacrifices ills life ill the faithful 
discharge of duty, no reasonable person will 
controvert, but the ordinance under consid¬ 
eration proposes much more than Mils, and 
In a manner which In my Judgment is in vio¬ 
lation of existing law. 

It may be proper for me to state in 1 ids con¬ 
nection that if the ordinance should become 
eflectlve it will divert annually for tlie bene¬ 
volent project proposed not less than $25,000 
of the revenues of the city, thus necessitating 
an additional tax levy to make good the 
amount. 

I n conclusion permit ine to add that lam 
informed by the Controller that. If the ordin¬ 
ance becomes operative, lie will interpose ob¬ 
jections to the depositing of the funds In the 
manner prescribed and for the purpose de¬ 
signed by the Treasurer of the city.

The undersigned, who was authorized and 
empowered hy an Ordinance. of your honor¬ 
able bodies to select, mid subject to the ap¬ 
proval of your honorable bodies, to purchase 
a site for i lie new City Karin of tills city, re* 
sped fully reports: 

That in pursuance of the powers and auth¬ 
orities vested in him by the terms and con¬ 
ditions of said recited ordinance, lie has in- 
specl ed personally many farms located with¬ 
in tills county and tin ally purchased the farm 
mentioned and described in I lie agreement 
hereto attached and made part hereof, for the 
sum of three hundred and fifty dollars ($TiU) 
per acre, with the various privileges and ease¬ 
ments mentioned in said agreement, subject 
to the approval of your honorable bodies. 

That the following reasons, among others, 
governed him in making the said selection 
and purchase:

Gentlemen :—I deem it my duty in the 
interest of tiie public to respectfully call your 
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attention to a matter which appears to me of 
vital importance as touching’ the efficient 
govern met it of our city. 

In order to explain Its relation and char¬ 
acter, a reference to our present charter he* 
comes necessary, to the end that the matter 
may be readily understood. 

The Constitution of the State prohibits legis¬ 
lation relating to private corporations and 
other mat ters, as weil as to cities of the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

The Legislature lias passed a general law for 
the organization of private Corporations, and 
prescribed a brief form of four or five requisites 
winch must be complied with before letters 
patent will issue giving the corporation its 
life under these requisites. 

Under the letters patent, the corporation 
has full power and authority to adapt its 
charter to its business, and to carry on the 1 
purposes of its creation, by its ffy-Laws; 
changing them at any time to suit ns wants ; 
and convenience. j 

Our municipal charter is of a similar charter. 

The form of government, simple in its nature, 
embodied in this charter, is given by the 
Legisial lire, and with t lie authority to adapt j 
it, by liy-Laws called ordinances, to all the 
requirements of necessities of tite people of the 
city. Under it a more efficient government 
can be obtained than that enjoyed by any city > 
ol any rliliferent class in the Slate. Under it ] 
we have: ! 

First. The Legislative body to enact ordi- j 
nances, ; 

Second. The Departments to attend to the , 
details of the duties as marked out and defined 
severally in the loth, Kith and 17lh sections of 
the cluu ter. 

Third. The Mayor to supervise ami approve, j 

or disapprove, the legislation of Councils, and j 
to supervise the different departments and 
direct their officers withiu their duties under \ 
the law and ordinances. i 

It is very apparent that no proper super¬ 
vision can be hud, and few directions can be ] 

given to the officers, unless specific infor- j 

inalion in relation to the business of the 
departments be brought to the knowledge of 
tlie Mayor. 

Your honorable bodies have not as yet en¬ 
acted any ordinance prescribing the" duties j 

of the departments in relation to this super- ! 
vision and direction. j 

I have, therefore, thought It my duty to ask 
you most respectably and urgently to enact 
such Jaws, regarding these duties, as may be 
required to fully perfect the efficiency of the 
city government. ! 

Each one of these different branches of the < 
government inessential lo the other, and they j 

are all of vital necessity to the welfare ol the 
cit.v. Unless, therefore, provision is made by i 

Councils defining the unties of the heads i 

of departments to the Mayor, that officer I 
will remain powerless to discharge in a satis¬ 
factory or efficient manner his duties to the 
city, and the section of the charter relating to 
the supervision of the Mayor will continue a 
practical nullity. j 

Tiie efficiency of the different departments 
and the integrity with which the duties are 
discharged, are directly involved in this right 
of supervision, and this right and duty are as j 
directly delegated to the Mayor by t lie charter 
as is the legislative power to Councils. i 

I would, therefore, earnestly and respect- . 
fully suggest that your honorable bodies make i 


provision requiring that all estimates for Die 
wantMuid suppliesoflhe several depart meats, 
all plans ami specifications for work and 
materials, and lor the purchase of property 
apparatus <V«.,shal l be su I Knitted and reported 
by the different departments for inspection 
and supervision by the Mayor, before ad¬ 
vertising for bids or proposals. 

While such a provision would in my 
judgment i>e in strict accord with the spirit of 
the charter, it. would tend to preclude the 
possibility of'any discrimination which might 
deprive the city of Die advantage of Die lowest 
responsible bidder for the work or materials 
which might be required. 

It is also Die duty of Councils under the 
charter to provide by ordinance a method of 
hearing complaints from the public. 

If provision were made by Councils requir¬ 
ing all complaints of t tie jmbl ic to be made to 
Die Mayor, under suitable rules and regu¬ 
lations to i»e established by him, then the 
city government would be aided and assisted 
by the whole people who maintain the govern¬ 
ment. and in whose interest itls administered. 
Under such an arrangement, any direlietion 
of duty tin the part oi any officer, any nuisance 
in a neighborhood, any breach of the laws, 
such as selling liquor without a license, or 
gaming, or keeping disorderly houses could 
he reported to Die Mayor, who could have the 
proper investigation made and suitable action 
taken in relation to the violation of Die law, 
without involving the party making the com¬ 
plaint. 

With such an ordinance the efficiency and 
harmony of the departments would be per¬ 
fected. Without it the forces of the depart¬ 
ments are disorganized, their unity is de¬ 
stroyed: and tlie power of the government 
itself becomes in a measure paralyzed and in¬ 
efficient. 

The peo]>4c at large arc not familiar with 
tire powers and duties of the several depart¬ 
ments anti their multiplied bureaus, and 
when they have a complaint to make they 
can hardly be expected to know the proper 
officer to whom to present their grievances. 
In consequence of this lack oi knowledge they 
are very frequently directed from place to 
place until they become weary in a vain 
attempt to find the officer in charge of the 
matter concerning which their complaints are 
made. 

They do know, however, that the Mayor is 
the head of the municipal government, and 
they naturally come to him feeling that he is 
the officer to whom they should look for the 
suppression of the evils of which they 
complain. 

This supervision and directory power in the 
chief executive is the keystone in Die arch of 
Die city government which gives it firmness 
and efficiency.

Gallery, Museum and Libraries to be provided 
by Mr. Carnegie, and the conservatory pro¬ 
posed by Mr. Phipps will become educational 
agencies by und by; and through their in¬ 
strumentality the whole people will be made 
wiser, purer, happier. He who cannot appre¬ 
ciate such gifts, or who falls to encourage the 
spirit that prompts them is notin sympathy 
with his kind. He falls to comprehend that 
great truth, •• Man is dear to man,” a truth 
that contains a gospel sufficient to renovate 
the world. Let us encourage these bene¬ 
factions in the earnest hope that the noble 
example they present inuy be emulated by 
others. 

Wealth, it has been wlsley said. Is not 
objectionable, all the wealth that a man can 
use for his own benefit and the benefit of his 
family; but the superfluous wealth that goes 
on piling up by millions while great public 
charities go begging, while institutions of 
learning languish, while thousands are living 
from hand to mouth, while halls, libraries, 
reading rooms and hospitals are not estab¬ 
lished In communities in which they are 
needed’, and while a thousand good things are 
not done which only that superfluous wealth 
can possibly do, such wealth is becoming both 
a care and a curse. 

What, in fact,, does the laborer want? He 
would like wealth, but will be entirely 
content if he can have some of those civil¬ 
izing und elevating privileges which only 
wealth can purchase. 

If the laborer, at the close of his day or week 
of loll, can walk Into a nice reading room and 
library, )u which he lias the fullest right.and 
privileges; if he can, with his family, freely 
enter a conservatory and spend a pleasant 
hour among the plants and flowers; if lie can 
send hisambitlousand talented hoy to college, 
and ho give to him the same chance to rise in 
the world as that enjoyed by ihe son of his 
employer; If he can feel that if great disaster 
should come upon him there are funds which 
wealth has provided to save him from want, 
funds which he knows were dug by labor out 
of the earth, and are thus returned to labor 
by those who have accummulated more than 
they need, he will he content and happy. 
These are things which It is reasonable for 
him to ask and expect. These are privileges 
which It Is in the power of superfluous wealth 
to supply. 

Hplendid opportunities are now presented 
for tile men of superfluous wealth in this 
country to adjust some of tlie great questions 
of the hour. By embracing t hese opportuni¬ 
ties they have it In their power to accomplish 
great good and at the same time render their 
names immortal as benefactors of their race. 

Mrs. Schenley, Mr. Carnegie and Mr. Phipps 
have set a worthy example. Let us hope that 
It may be Imitated by others who possess the 
means to continue the good work so happily 
begun. 

Pittsburgh needs a city hospital, but. the 
city Is not now in condition to provide It. 

Here Is an opportunity for the Investment 
of superfluous wealth. I believe the oppor¬ 
tunity will be embraced, I believe the hos¬ 
pital will be built through the instrument¬ 
ality of men who have the wealth to do it. 
Such an institution will prove a lasting bless¬ 
ing to the community and an enduring 
monument to those who supply it.

The last contract with 
the company provided for the payment of 
sixty thousand dollars per year for the gas 
supply to all pumpingstations, and it expired 
on the loth day of April of the present year. 
If payment for gas used after expiration of 
contract be based upon the contract price of 
five thousand dollars per month, as the spe¬ 
cial committee has intended, then i find the 
amount due the company at September 15, 
when the tiseof gas wasentirely discontinued, 
was twelve thousand two hundred pod thirty 
dollars and thirty-nine cents, as per Exhibit 


A. If, however, payment subsequent to the 
expiration of the contract, be based upon the 
charge of the company at six and one-half 
cents per twelve thousand gallons of water 
pumped, then I find the amount uue them at 
end of supply, the 15th September, aforesaid, 
to be twenty-two thousand nine hundred and 
seventy-seven dollars and fourteen cents, as 
per Exhibit B. 

The report of the special committee covered 
the time, to August 31st only, but I have 
thought it better to bring the statement down 
to September 15th, which is the time to which 
the claim of the company extends in full.

GentlemenO n May 20, 1891), the Philadel¬ 
phia Company made a contract with the City 
of Pittsburgh for the supply of natural gas 
fuel for Brilliant, Bedford avenue and Herron 
Hill Pumping Stations; this contract was for 
a period of one year from April 15, 1890, at the 
rate of 860,000.00 per annum, ending April 15, 

1891. 

Previous to the expiration of contract, the 
City advertised for fuel to supply the various 
pumping stations, and on March 31,1891, the 
Philadelphia Company submitted a proposal 
based on the number of gallons of water 
pumped each month, at the rate of 8 cents 
for each 12,000 gallons pumped, filing a bond 
In the regular manner. As Councils failed to 
ratify tlie acceptance of this contract, the 
Philadelphia Company was then in a position 
to cut off the supply of gas from the various 
pumping stations, but the furnaces being so 
arranged as to render it impossible to make 
an immediate change toother than gas fuel, 
the Philadelphia Company, rather than 
jeopardize the interests of the city by any arbi¬ 
trary action, however justifiable, entered into 
an agreement, with Mr. Wilcox, the Super¬ 
intendent of the Bureau of Water, reducing 
tiie rate of compensation from 8 to 6% cents 
per 12,000 gallons of water pumped, tor the 
summer mouths, and to continue the supply 
of gas until such time as other arrangements 
could be made for the use of different fuel. j 

The city, however, continued the use of gas 
until September 14th. On August 8th, the J 
Philadelphia Company, by resolution of the 
Board of Directors, increased the price of gas. 

The city was therefore notified that on and 
after September 1st all gas used would be 
charged for at the rate of 8 cents per 12,000 | 

gallons of water pumped, hut as the city 
ceased to use the gas on September 14, that j 

rate was not enforced, but the entire bill was i 
figured at the rate of 6}£ cents. Figuring, j 
therefore, at this rate since the expiration of 
the contract, the entire amount, including the 
amount due from date of last settlem’emt, 
under the old contract, March 1st, is 841,451.50, 
of which 818,474.36 have been paid, leaving a 
balance due of 822,977.44. (See itemized state¬ 
ment submitted to City Controller). Since 
the first day of Maich the city failed to pay in 
full for any one month. 

It might also be stated that when a shortage 
of gas occurred, the Philadelphia Company 
supplied coal to compensate for the deficiency, 


to the amount of about S3,000.00, together with 
the necessary labor: and in addition to this 
expended about 81,409.00 In rebuilding and 
maintaining furnaces, for which no charge 
was made. 

The bill now presented has been approved 
by the proper officers of the city, but paymenL 
has been postponed from time to time, until 
now several months have elapsed without 
settlement. We ask. therefore, that in Justice 
to the Philadelphia Company, the amount be 
ordered paid without further delay.

BUSINESS FROM COMMON COUNCJD. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., January 11, 1892. 

To the President and, Members of Select Coun¬ 
cil: 

Gentlemen:—I n harmony with the re¬ 
quirements of the city charter I beg leave to 
submit herewith the reports of the heads of 
’the various departments setting forth in 
detail the expenditures of the past year 
and presenting estimates of the money 
deemed necessary to meet the expenses of 
the year to come. 

I embrace the opportunity here presented 
to congratulate you and the people of our 
city In general on the prosperity which has 
characterized the year that has passed 
away. 














In the magnificent buildings which have 
been, and are being erected, In the splendid 
system of electric and cable roads which 
has been put into operation, In the build¬ 
ing up of our suburbs, In the active opera¬ 
tions of our great Industries, In the steady 
employment of our working people, In a 
thousand ways we witness the unmistak¬ 
able evidences of prosperity and substantial 
growth. 

When we, In addition, consider the health¬ 
ful condition of the city, Its freedom from 
pestilential visitations, from riots and sell 
ous disasters of all kinds, the peace and 
good order which have prevailed through 
out Its entire limits we cannot withhold the 
conclusion that this community has enjoyed 
Its full measure of happiness during the 
year so recently brought to a close. These ac¬ 
cumulated blessings furnish abundant rea¬ 
son for congratulation, for gratitude and 
thanks. 

In the gradual reduction of our bonded 
debt there Is still further evidence of the 
city’s prosperity and Improved financial 
condition. Five or six years ago this in¬ 
debtedness aggregated almost fourteen mil¬ 
lions of dollars. We are Informed by the 
Controller that to-day the net Indebtedness 
does not exceed nine and a half millions. 
In this statement we have the assurance 
that this burden Is being lifted from the 
people. 

In view of what has been accomplished In 
the comparatively brief period of time de¬ 
signated we have every reason to hope that 
through wise legislation and prudent and 
economical management of municipal 
affairs the city will be able to extinguish 
the present debt within the next thirteen or 
fourteen years. 

Surely such “a consummation Is devoutly 
to be wished.” 

A man breathes freer, feels happier and 
more Independent when relieved of a debt 
under which he has tolled for many years. 
To attain to such a condition a prudent man 
will deny himself and his family many 
things which under different and more fa 
vorablecircumstances he and those depend¬ 
ent upon him would be glad to enjoy. If 
this be true of a single Individual it should 
apply with at least some degree of force to 
the many persons who compose a com¬ 
munity or make up a city. 

It must be admitted that extensive public 
Improvements in a great city require large 
expenditures of money and oftentimes the 
Incurring of debt. It seems proper and 
right too, that the expense of certain 
classes of permanent Improvements should 
be shared at least in part, by those who 
shall enjoy their benefits In the years to 
come. There are times, therefore, when 
the issue of bonds and the creating of debt 
become advisable thus relieving the tax¬ 
payers of the present by placing a portion 
of the city's liability upon the taxpayers of 
the future. The great danger, however, 
lies in pursuing such a policy to extremes 
thus defeating the very object sought. 

If the history of municipalities demon¬ 
strates any one thing It establishes conclu¬ 
sively the fact that the tendency of munici¬ 
pal governments is toward the extravagant 
expenditure of pnbllc money and the reck 
less creation of debt. To meet these ex¬ 
penditures and to provide for the Interest 


on and payment of bonded debts property, 
valuatlons are frequently advanced and tax 
rates increased until taxation becomes op¬ 
pressive. That the expenses of our own 
city government have materially Increased 
year by year during the pas^ six years will 
become apparent from an examination of 
the various appropriations covering the pe 
rlod named. Whether this increase lias 
been In excess of the reasonable require¬ 
ments of a gre \t and growing city Is a ques 
tlon worthy of consideration. 

In 1886 the city valuation of property for 
taxable purposes was $116,000,000.00. The 
taxrate was II mills. The amount raised 
by property tax was in roun i numbers $1, 
600,000.00. The total expenses of the city 
government for that year aggregated $2,- 
600,000.00. 

In 1891 the city valuation was $180,000,000.0(1 
and the tax rate 15 mills. The amount raised 
by property tax was $2,700,000.00 while the 
total expenses of the city government will 
amouut to $4,465,000.00. In a word the ex¬ 
penditures for the year 1891 will exceed the 
expenditures of 1886 by $1,865,000.00 thus 
showing an increase of 75 per cent. In the 
annual expenses of the city government 
within the brief period of six years. 

No portion of this Increase was required 
to meet the Interest on the bonded debt or 
provide for the sinking funds of the city. 
For these purposes there was used In 1886, 
$1,127,700.00, and In 1891, $1,046/100,00, thus 
showing a decrease of over $80,000.00 In the 
appropriation made necessary by the city 
debt. 

It was not used by the charity department 
because it required just about the sau.e 
amount of money to support the dependent 
poor of the city in 1886 as was expended for 
that purpose in 1891. Where then has this 
increase of $1,805,000.00 been used? In an¬ 
swer I would say that the very large pro¬ 
portion of it has been expended by the de¬ 
partments of Public Safety and Public 
Works. For the year 1891 there was appro¬ 
priated for the Department of Public Safety 
$704,000.00 and for the Department of Public 
Works $1,726,584.00, or a total of $2,480,584.00 
to both these departments of Hie city gov¬ 
ernment. This Is an increase of more than 
$1,500,000 00 over the amount spent In 1886 
by the parts of the city government now 
embraced In these departments, and almost 
equal to the entire appropriations of that 
year for all the purposes of municipal gov¬ 
ernment including education, sinking funds 
and interest on the bonded debt. 

No one will deny that much of this money 
was necessary In the building and furnish 
ing of station houses, remodeling and lm 
provment of engine houses, in the better 
equipment of the bureaus or Fire and Police 
by the Department of Public Safety, and in 
the repaving of streets, building of bridges, 
extension of water supply, purchase amt 
improvement of park property by the De¬ 
partment of Public Works. Perhaps all the 
money was necessary and has been judici¬ 
ously expended. 

1 make this comparison, not In the spirit 
of criticism, but In order to show that dur¬ 
ing the past year, and I might add during 
the past three years, large sums of money 
have been spent upon Improvements by the 
departments to which I refer. 

The appropriations for the Department of 
Public Works have been largely increased 
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each successive year for the past four years, 
Inl88sthe total appropriation for this de¬ 
partment was $860,553.00; in 1889, $945,722.00; 
In 1890, $1,263,500.00; in 1891, $1,726,584,00, and 
the amount estimated for the coming year 
18 $2,231,306.00. 

That these large sums of money were not 
only expended hut carefully expended on 
work and Improvements under the control 
of the department, I have no reason to 
question or doubt. That the $2,231,306.00 
asked for by the department could he ad - 
vantageously used In 1892,1 freely admit, 
probably one-half of it could be expended 
on repaving alone, though no such sum Is 
asked for that purpose. But can the city 
afford to make all the Improvements that 
may be deemed necessary each succeeding 
year? To what extent should appropria¬ 
tions be made even for needed Improve¬ 
ments? These are questions which merit 
serious considerations. Valuations and tax 
rates must be made to suit large appropria¬ 
tions, or appropriations must be limited so 
as to fit themlllage and valuations. 

Which it shall he. must be determined by 
your honorable body, 

if the information which I have been able 
to obtain from the Assessor’s Office Is cor¬ 
rect, it leads to the conclusion that, by the 
triennial assessment now being made, the 
city valuation of taxable property will not 
be less than $230,000,000.00 and may reach 
$240,000,000.00. Even though the valuation 
should aggregate an amount but somewhat 
in excess of $230,000,000.00It Is safe to assume 
that after making the usual reduction for 
exonerations, rural and agricultural classi¬ 
fications, etc., the tax levy will be made on 
a valuation of $210,000,000.00. Upon this val¬ 
uation a 13-mill tax will produce $2,730,0o0.00 
as against the $2,700,000.00 estimated from a 
15-mlll tax on the valuation of last year. 

Under a recent act of the Legislature the 
city will receive this year $900 00 out of each 
liquor license fee instead of $200.00 at hereto¬ 
fore. Should as many licenses he granted 
as were issued last year the city will receive 
an increased revenue of $200,000.00 from this 
source the present year. 

For educational purposes the city will re¬ 
ceive this year from the State $193,000.00 as 
against $77,243.00 last year, Allowing for 
the natural Increase in the appropriation 
required by the Central Board of Education 
the city will still have here an increased 
revenue of about $80,000.00. 

The facts here presented show on the as¬ 
sumption of course that the revenues from 
other sources remain the same as last year, 
that with a 13-mlll tax on the valuation 
given the estimated receipts of the city for 
the year 18 92 will he $300,000.00 In excess of 
the receipts of 1891. With a 14-mill tax this 
excess will be a little more than $500,000.00 
and with a tax of 15 mills It will reach In 
amount $725,000.00. 

But what are the specified wants of the 
various departments for the ensuing year? 
In answer 1 would state first that the De¬ 
partment of Charities asks for $90,000.00. 
The amount Is the same as the appropria¬ 
tion granted this department of 1891. 

If there Is any truth in statistics, the man¬ 
agement of the charity department of this 
c.ty Is deserving of commendation. It Is a 
well established fact, especially with refer¬ 
ence to cities, that the number of those who 


must be cared for and maintained at public 
expense Increase proportionately with the 
general increase of population. Yet, In face 
of the fact that the population of this city 
has increased almost one hundred thousand 
in the last decade, Its unfortunate poor are 
supported at an expense to the public very 
little In excess of the amount required for a 
similar purpose under the supervision of 
the Board of Poor Directors ten years ago. 
I make this brief reference to this depart¬ 
ment in this public and official manner be¬ 
cause 1 believe its careful, economical and 
satisfactory management entitles It tosucb 
recognition. 

The amount deemed necessary for the 
coming year by the Department of Public 
Safety Is $800,000.00. This is an Increase of 
about $96,000.00 over the appropriation 
granted this department for the year 1891. 
Of this amount $80,500.00 will be required to 
carry out the provisions of an ordinance 
passed some time ago, authorizing the em¬ 
ployment of fifty additional men for the 
Fire Bureau; also the purchase of one water 
tower, four additional fire engines and two 
hose carriages. 

As the city will he obliged to relinquish, 
on April 1st, the building on Diamond 
street at present used as a Central Station, 
the remaining $15,500,00 will be needed to 
provide a Central Police Station in some 
other locality. 

These additions to the Fire Bureau are not 
only rendered necessary by the character of 
the buildings that are being erected in the 
business portions of the city but they are 
demanded by the best Interests of the gen¬ 
eral public. At the present time, as we all 
know, a serious fire In the lower part of the 
city demands the services of the engines 
from the East End and the South Side, thus, 
for the time, leaving those portions of the 
city entirely unprotected. Not only that, 
but the wear and tear of apparatus and the 
absolute cruelty to horses resulting from 
long and rapid drives should be provided 
against at the earliest possible moment. 

As the Chief of the Department of Public 
Safety has during the past week been con¬ 
fined to h s home by sickness, I have been 
unable to consult with him regarding other 
Items in his report. Some of these might 
perhaps bear cutting down, but In view of 
the contemplated improvements I cannot 
see how it is possible to make any material 
reduction in the sum total of the estimates 
of the department. 

As has already been stated the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works asks for an appropri¬ 
ation of $2,231,306.27. This Is an apparent 
Increase of $504,721.80 over the amount 
granted the department for the past year, 
but when we consider that items 39 and 40 
In the appropriation ordinance of last year 
for the completion of street improvements 
interrupted by the decision of the Supreme 
Court, aggregating $150,000.00 will not ap¬ 
pear at all this year, It becomes evident 
that the real Increase Is $655,235.27. 

To make this more clear I will present the 
Increase In each Individual bureau of the 
department over last year.

This.statement demonstrates quite clearly ‘ 
that the amount demanded by the Depart- i 
mont of Public Works exceeds the expendl 1 
tures of the year Just closing by almost 
forty per cent. > 

If the amount estimated In this report is 
granted by Councils it will .require every 
cent of the increased revenue from licenses 
from the State and from p. 15-mill tax on the 
largely Increased valuations of property to ! 
meet the?Increased demands of the Depart¬ 
ments of .Public Safety and Public Works. 
There will be nothing left even with a 15- 
uilll tax rate on advanced valuations to j 
provide for the increased deficiencies of the 
present year. I cannot, therefore, think it 
wise to appropriate the large amount of 
money asked for In tills report. 

Last year there was appropriated for 
park purposes as shown by the appropria¬ 
tion ordinance $327,600.00 In round numbers-, 
of this amount about $180,000.00 was used in 
the purchnse of real estate and $25,000. 00 .in 
the construction of a bridge at Sctienley 
Park, thus leaving about $120,000.00 for park 
Improvements. 

With this money noticeable improvement? 
were madem Hchenley and Highland Parks, 
and why should It be necessary to approfirl- 
ate three or four times this amount for pro¬ 
jected Improvements the coming year? The 
ornamentation of parks is,the work of years, 
and while they are an admitted blessing to j 
the people j there is no* .pressing necessity 
for the expenditure of enormous sums of 
money on their Improvement in any one 
year, without this the grass will grow, the 
trees will put forth their leaves, the birds 
will sing, and the people will in the beauti¬ 
ful days of summer continue to visit the 
parks for recreation and rest. 

While I Gheorfully command the earnest- i 
ness, activity and zeal displayed by the ! 
Chief of the Department of Public Works in i 
providing beautiful grounds for the enjoy¬ 
ment of the people, 7 at the same time bp- ; 
Ueve that the appropriation of $407,000.00 
estimated for park purposes should be re¬ 
duced to $150,000.00-. 

Among the items In the estimate for the j 
bureau of Highways and Hewers there Is 
one of $8,000.00 for feed. This seems a high | 
estimate for feed for thirty - five horses,, the t 
number wtilch I am Informed are used In < 
the-bureau. There is alsopn ltemof$io,- 
500.00 for additional horses* wagons, carts, » 
Ac., for this bureau, which raises the ques¬ 
tion as to what extent it is wise for the city j 
’ to make investments of this character. I 
mention these things In the hope that by j 
careful investigation It may be possible to 
cut down the estimate for this bureau $20,- 
000 . 00 . 

As, by a contract with Gas Company, the 
city Is entitled annually to about twelve 
thousand dollars worth of illuminating gas 
free of charge, I would suggest Its use In 
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lighting the Market Houses and Municipal 
Hall, thus eliminating the item of $8,000.00 
for that purpose in the estimate for the 
bureau Of Public Lighting.

Mayor City of Pittsburgh, 

Dear Sir:—I herewith submit the estimate 
for the Department of Public Safety for the 
year 1892, together with a detailed exhibit of 
the expenditures of the Department for the 
last twelve mouths. 

The appropriation for the general office of 
the Department Is the same as last year. 

The general appropriation for the Bureau of 
Fire Is also the same as last year, but an ad¬ 
ditional increase is asked for by reason of a 
recent ordinance of Councils, providing for 
increasing the strength and efficiency of Uie 
Bureau, to wit: $80,411.04. This does not in-

chide the building of a fire boat, which I be- 
lleve would be possible to postpone for an¬ 
other year, so as hot to so largely increase the 
appropriation for the Bureau ol Fire. A de¬ 
luded statement of the increase under the 
aforesaid ordinance is appended to the gener¬ 
al estimate for ihe Bureau. The absolute 
necessity of materially increasing the effici¬ 
ency of the Fire Bureau in the down town 
district is so apparent and well known that I 
deem il not necessary to refer to the matter at 
length. 

The general appropriation for the Bureau of 
Police remains the same as last year, and the 
only additional increase required in is made 
by 'virtue of the operation of an ordinance 
iicensing dogs and establishing a pound, and 
paying the salaries oft he necessary men con¬ 
nected therewith. This estimated increase, 
as per schedule aU/iehed, is $8,375. r i*he pro¬ 
ceeds of the operation of this ordinance for 
the last year were about $12,000, and the ordi¬ 
nance was only in operation some four 
months When this ordinance is in operation 
during the entire year I am satisfied that the 
receipts for ihe city will be in excess of 815,000. 
No additional increase in the number of men 
for ihe general poliee force is asked lor or will 
be anticipated during the coming year 
—us I believe that the changes, rules 
and regulations that, the Bureau Is now 
contemplating for the better improve¬ 
ment of the same will be sufficient to 
make the present police force more effici¬ 
ent, and will enable this Depart ment with the 
number of men already in the Bureau to well 
and efficiently police and protect the city. 
The sum of $15,391.54 is asked for and recom¬ 
mended to secure a suitable place for a Cen¬ 
tral Police Station, rent, equipping the same 
with cdls, sewerage, closets, police court, 
sleeping apartments lor the relief squad, cells 
and room of retention for women, quarters 
for police matron and forthe accommodation 
of women and children. 

The estimate for the Bureau of Electricity 
is $1,100 less than last year. 

The estimate for the Bureau of Health is 
$72-1.58 le:-*s than the sum appropriated last 
year. The other bureaus remain the same.

Sir:—I herewith present my report as Chief 
of the Department of Charities for the year 
ending November 30th, 1891, as called for by 
Section 35 of what is known as the Charter 
Ordinance. 

During the above mentioned period the re¬ 
ceipts of tiie Department a mounted to $1,701.8/ 
and the disbursements to $88,9(19:13. 

Under the head of Out-door Relief the dis¬ 
trict physicians connected with this branch 
of the Department attended 1,194 charity pati¬ 
ents, making 3,893 house visits, receiving 
2 971 office calls and prescribing and com¬ 
pounding for same ft,008 prescriptions. There 
was also furnished various persons during 
the year 27,050 bushels of coal. 1,032 pairs of 
shoes: 102 burial orders, 000 railroad tickets to 
various parts of the country, and twenty- 
three ambulance orders for the removal of 
charity patients to various city hospitals. 

Through the generosity and kindness of 
Carnegie, Phipps & Co. who conceded to the 
City Farm the privilege of cultivating the 
land owned by them (Carnegie, Phipps & Co.) 
and which they were not occupying, the 
crops on the annexed sheet have been pro¬ 
duced, the stock has also been pastured dur¬ 
ing the season, which contribuies largely to 
the curtailing of the expenses of the Institu¬ 
tion. 

Attached hereto you will find a detailed 
statement of the receipts and expenses of the 
Department. 

I estimate the necessities of the Depart¬ 
ment for the next fiscal year at ninety thou¬ 
sand dollars.

To the President and Members of Select 

Council: 

Gentlemen:—I beg leave to return to your 
honorable body wlLliout my approval, an 
Ordinance (S. U. No. 31)4), granting the Pitts¬ 
burgh Traction Company the right to enter 
upon, occupy and use certain streets and high¬ 
ways and to supply motor power to ami oper¬ 
ate certain passenger and street railways. 

This Ordinance authorizes the Pittsburgh 
Truction Company to enter upon, use and oc¬ 
cupy, with the consent of the respective com¬ 
panies, all the streets occupied by the Du¬ 
quesne Street Railway Company, Craig .Street 
Railway Company, Highland street Railway 
Company, Larimer Street Railway Company, 
Wilkinsburg Street Railway Company, Fast 
End Street Railway Company, Howe Street 
Railway Company. Grant Street Railway 
Company, Central Passenger Railway Com¬ 
pany, Market Street Railway Company, ami 
several other companies of a like churacier. 

It authorizes the company to construct, 
maintain and operate upon any or all said 
si reels such motors, cables, electrical or other 
appliances and necessary or convenient ap¬ 
paratus and medianical fixtures by means of 
overhead system, cable or otherwise, as said 
Traction Company may at any time select for 
the traction or operation of cars. 

It empowers said Pittsburgh Traction Com¬ 
pany to construct, maintain and use such 
conduits, cables and appliances as it may 
deem proper for the application of cable 
power, and also to erect such posts, poles, 
supports or other devices as said Traction 
Company may from time to time select to 
support any overhead electric system for the 
supply of motor power. 

It furthermore authorizes the said Pitts¬ 
burgh Traction Company to operate Us cars 
upon any or all the railways of companies al¬ 
ready designated. 

It is similar to the Duquesne Traction Com¬ 
pany Ordinance which I have Just returned 
to your honorable body without my ap¬ 
proval. 

That Ordinance grants the Duquesne Trac¬ 
tion Company unlimited rights, privileges 
and franchises upon the streets occupied by 
the Pittsburgh* and East Liberty Passenger 
Railway Company. 

This Ordinance Is intended to give the Pitts¬ 
burgh Traction Company similar rights, 
privileges and franchises upon all the streets 
occupied by the Duquesne Railway, and all 
its branches. 

The Ordinance was evidently drawn by an 
astute lawyer who represented the Traction 
Company and not the City of Pittsburgh. The 
measure is one-sided ; It grants the Traction 








Company everything but gives the city 
nothing. It confers upon the company till the 
rights,powers and privileges that itis possible 
for language to convey, upon many streets of 
the city; but we search in vain for a word, 
clause or section that provides for a consider¬ 
ation of uny character. 

It would seem, from the liberal manner in 
which the Ordinance has been prepared, that 
the Traction Company could, if it so desired, 
use even a locomotive in the traction of its 
cars. 

All these extensive rights and powers for 
nothing. I know it is claimed that this is a 
truffle arrangement for the con venienceof the 
general public. Is it not rather a consolida¬ 
tion or combination for the advantage of the 
companies themselves or of the people largely 
interested in said companies. 

That the first great consideration is the in¬ 
terest, of the coiri pan ies themselves will, I am 
sure, become perfectly apparent by a careful 
examination of these two Ordinances. The 
convenience of the general public is a second¬ 
ary consideration. 

The Ordinances are broad-gauged and com¬ 
prehensive, embracing all the powers needed 
now or that maybe requited in the future. 
All this for nothing. 

For the rights and privileges enjoyed by the 
Duquesne Traction Company upon the streets 
of this city that company bound itself to ex¬ 
pend, as a consideration at least SI2,600 per 
mile in paving the streets upon which its 
tracks are laid. It is proposed by tills Ordin¬ 
ance to give the Pittsburgh Traction Com¬ 
pany all the rights and privileges upon those 
streets enjoyed by the Duquesne Traction 
Company itself without uny consideration. 
If those franchises were worth $12,500 a in lie in 
paving to the Duquesne Traction Company 
are they not worth something to the Pitts¬ 
burgh Traction Company? 

If they are a benefit to the latter company, 
should not the company be asked to give the 
city some consideration In return ? It cannot 
be asked to pave between the tracks nor can 
it be required to keep the roadway in repair. 
That work the Duquesne Traction Company 
has done or has bound itself lo do in the Ordi¬ 
nances under which it occupies the streets. 

Is it right, therefore, is it just to the city, to 
permit the Pittsburgh Traction Company to 
enjoy all the ad vantages which will accrue to 
it from the use and occupancy of all these 
streets wiihout demanding from It some 
equivalent. 

Vaiuable franchises obtained gratuitously 
from the city have been used for the benefit 
and profit of private individuals. Sometimes 
they have been transferred to others for valu¬ 
able considerations, but no benefits have ac¬ 
crued therefrom to the city. 

Is it not time, therefore, for the city to pro¬ 
tect her own interests by incorporating lti all 
Ordinances granting valuable rights, privi¬ 
leges and powers upon her streets to Individu¬ 
als, companies or corporations, suitable pro¬ 
visions requiring equitable considerations for 
the franchises given. 

The poor man who drives his cart upon the 
streets of our city is taxed for the privilege; 
but it may be said that not one dollar of 
revenue passes Into the treasury of the city 
from the numerous street railway companies 
which practically monopolize many of the 
most important streets. True, they are a 


great convenience to the general public* but 
the people pay for the convenience. They are 
money-making enterprises. That is their pri¬ 
mary object, and they should give the city 
something for the privileges which are to 
them a source of great profit.

Gentlemen I respectfully return to your 
honorable body without my approval An Or¬ 
dinance entitled “An Ordinance granting the 
Duquesne Traction Company the right to 
enter upon occupy and use certain streets and 
highways and supply motive power to and 
operate certain passenger and street rail¬ 
ways,” and known as Select Council File 
No. 395. 

If I understand the first section of this 
Ordinance rightly, and there is but one section 
in it exclusive of the repealing clause, it grants 
The Duquesne Traction Company, powers in 
relation to The Pittsburgh. Oakland and East 
Liberty Passenger Railway Company, similar 
to the powers given the same company re- 
gardlngThe MarketStreet Railway Company, 
The Craig Street Railway Company, The 
Highland Street Railway Company, The 
Wilkinsburg Street Railway Company and 
several other companies of a like character, 
by an Ordinance, No. 213. of Select Council, 
granting The Duquesne Traction Company 
right to enter upon, use and occupy certain 
streets and passed by your honorable body 
February 27,1890. 

The first section of the Ordinance which I 
return to your honorable body is very similar 
to the first, section of the Ordinance of 1890, and 
so far as I am able to determine Is Intended 
to confer similar powers, but touching differ¬ 
ent companies. 











11**1 um correct in the in tern relation of this 
Ordinance, then, in toy judgement- no necess¬ 
ity exists for Ilk passage. Ami why? Because 
SecLion It, of the Ordinance of February 27,18UU, 
authorizes The Duquesne Traction Company 
to extend the powers conferred in section 1, to 
other companies than those enumerated in 
that Ordinance. 

“If,” says this section, “The Duquesne 
Tructiou Company shall hereafter at any time 
contract with any oilier passenger or streel- 
railway company or companies, to furnish or 
supply power for ttie traction or operation of 
cars over tlie railways of any of said com¬ 
panies, which shall be constructed with the 
consent of Councils, the consent of tlie city is 
hereby given to such future contract or 
contracts, and the said Duquesne Traction 
Company, in order to enable it to economically 
and conveniently carry out such contract or 
contracts as it may hereafter make is hereby 
given, in, on, under, over and along the 
streets, luucs, alleys or highways of this city, 
Included within the routes of any and all 
such companies and the brandies and ex¬ 
tensions thereof, and which shall be con¬ 
structed us aforesaid, all the privileges and 
powers given to it In the first section of tills 
Ordinance, on the streets, lanes, alleys, and 
highways therein reierred to.” 

Let me suggest that you refer to the first 
section ot the Ordinance of 189H, and compare 1 
with the first section of tills Ordinance. To 
me the powers enumerated seem practically 
Identical, and if so, Section !j Just, quoted, is 
certainly sufllclently broad to enable The 
Duquesne Traction Company to extend those 
powers to any other company with which it 
may enter Into contract. 

Section 5, of the Ordinance of February 27, 
18UU, Is as follow's: 

“Tlie said Duquesne Traction Company, in 
consideration of the rights and privileges 
hereby granted, shall within thirty days 
after the passage and approval of this Ordin¬ 
ance, by a writing executed under its corpor¬ 
ate seal, duly attested by the proper officers 
of said company, and to be filed in the oflice 
of the City Controller, bind itself that there 
shall be expended in good faith, within two 
years from the date of the passage and ap¬ 
proval of this Ordinance, not less than twelve 
thousand five hundred dollars per mile In 
paving, with block stone in manner as pro¬ 
vided in a General Ordinance, each and every 
mile of single track of any of the Street Rail¬ 
way Companies enumerated in section l of 
the Ordinance which shall be operated, or 
upon which motive power shall be supplied 
by the said Duquesne Traction Company.” 

Sucli is the consideration given the City by 
The Duquesne Traction Company for the 
rights and privileges conferred upon It by the 
Ordinance of February 27, 1890. 

In this Ordinance there is no consideration 
whatever lor the franchises sought except 
that required by section 3, of the General 
Ordinance referred to, and which provides for 
paving between the tracks and one foot out¬ 
side thereof. And this work hasulrciidy been 
done by the companies occupying the streets 
upon which The Duquesne Traction Company 
asks the right to enter for the purpose of con¬ 
structing, malntalnlrigand operating, motors, 
cables, electrical appliances, die. 

The Ordinance gives The Duquesne Trac¬ 


tion Company absolutely unlimited power, 
above, on and under the streets occupied by 
the Pittsburgh and East Liberty Passenger 
Railway Company and the Central Transit 
Com puny, provided consent of said companies 
is obtained, without, any consideration what¬ 
ever to the city, ft is an exceedingly liberal 
measure granting extensive powers and 
should, therefore, in my judgement contain a 
provision requiring consideration of some 
character.

Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Councils assembled and it is hereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same. That 
for the purpose of providing sufficient revenue 
to meet t he ordinary expenses of the city to 
pay the interest on outstanding bonds and to 
discharge all other liabilities now due or 
which may become payable during the said 
year 1892, taxes shall be and are hereby levied 
and assessed upon all property and other ob¬ 
jects of taxation, as follows: 

City Tax—Upon all property taxable for 
State or county purposes 12 milts upon each 
dollar of valuation, except the property in 
said city designated as rural, upon which the 
tax shall be assessed at two-thirds of said rate, 
and upon nil property designated as agricul¬ 
tural the tax shall be assessed at one-half of 
said rate. 

South Side Special Tax— Upon all property

That for the purpose of defraying the In- ! 
terest on bonds and for sinking funds 
and miscellaneous purposes of the sub- 
school districts In the several wards 
of the City of Pittsburgh there shall 
he levied upon all property taxable for 
State or county purposes upon each dollar of 
valuation in said several wards the tax rate 
affixed to each designated sub-school district 
named in the estimate of receipts of this or¬ 
dinance, except the property in said wards ! 
designated rural, upon which the tax shall be 
assessed at two-thirds of said rate, and upon 
all property designated in said wards as agri¬ 
cultural, the tax shall tie assessed at one-half 
of said rate.

Sec. 7. All balances lawfully remaining to 
the credit of appropriations made for the year 
1891 on the books of the City Controller, In¬ 
cluding those remaining to meet, payments 
on contracts already made, shall he transfer¬ 
red to the appropriate appropriations made 
in tills ordinance. 

Sec. 8. The cost of advertising ordinances 
for opening, gradi ng, paving, macadamizing 
and curbing of streets, highways, lanes and 
alleys and construction of sewers, and nil 
viewers’ reports as to damages and benefits 
and costs for opening, grading, paving, mac¬ 
adamizing and curbing streets, highways, 
lanes and alleys and sewers shall be paid from 
Appropriation No. U—Highways and Sewers. 

Sec. 9. That the revenue of tlie said city for 
the year 1892 arising from the taxes, loans and 
ail other sources, together with any moneys 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated 
are hereby appropriated lor the purposes here¬ 
inafter set forth. 

Sec. 10. That all moneys received or to be 
received from sale of the City Poor Farm, in¬ 
cluding tiie interest thereon, or as much 
t hereof as may be necessary, is hereby appro¬ 
priated lor the purchase of a new Poor Farm 
and the erection of the necessary buildings 
thereon. 

Hec. 11. That any ordinance or part of ordi¬ 
nance conflicting with the provisions of this 
ordinance be and the same is hereby repealed 
so far as the same affects this ordinance.

To the President and Members of Select Coun¬ 
cil. 

Gentlemen 1 respectfully return here¬ 
with to your honorable body without my 
approval An Ordinance (file Select Council 
No. 845) entitled “An Ordinance designating 
the kind and quality of sidewalks, the kind 
and quality and the setting of curbstone, 
laying of boardwalks and fixing the width 
and regulating the repair of the same.” 

This ordinance must be not only read but. f 
carefully studied to be lully uuderst<»od. I 
am sure It was not drawn by a member of 
Council, nor do I believe It was prepared by 
the Chief of the Department of Public Works. 

It Is farreachlng, exacting and comprehensive 
in Its scope and character and, touching the 
matters embraced in Its provisions, it confers 
absolute power upon the Deparment of Public 
Works. There is but one right clearly and 
specifically reserved to the people, and that is 
the inalienable right of paying the expenses 
attending the Improvements contemplated 
by the ordinance. 

Section two provides that on all streets 
which have been or may be paved with Asp¬ 
halt, rectangular, llgonier or granite block- 
stone, or pavlng-brlcK. sidewalks shall be laid 
with flagstone, artificial or granolithic stone 
or Asphalt. On streets which have been or 
may be paved with Irregular blockstone or 
cobblestone, the sidewalks shall be laid with 
flagstone or brick. This section clearly pro¬ 


vides that brick sidewalks shall be limited to 
streets paved with cobblestone or irregular 
blockstone. 

Under this, section, it is within the power of 
the Department of Public Works to compel 
the property owners to remove the brick side¬ 
walks on all streets paved with rectangular 
blockstone or asphalt, and put down in their 
place flagstone, granolltlc stone or asphalt 
pavement in accordance with the provisions 
of t his ordinance. 

On Wood street, Hmithlield street. Carson 
street. Fifth avenue, Wylie avenue. Liberty 
avenue, Penn avenue, Market street, Sixth 
avenue, Shady avenue, and on oilier streets 
too numerous to mention, brick sidewalks, 
which have been used in this city fora century 
and which are very generally used in all the 
cities of this country, must now or in the near 
future be removed u nder the provisions of this 
ordinance, and flagstone, granolithic stone or 
or asphalt pavement must be constructed at 
the expense of the owners of abut ting properly 
as provided. 

. It is but fair to state that the Chief of the 
Department of Public Works disclaims any 
intention of effecting such an unreasonable 
revolution in the character of sidewalks, and 
further says it was not the imention to have 
the ordinance confer such urbltury power. 

BuL the language of the section cited will 
bear no other interpretation, and that such is 
the meaning and intent of the ordinance Is 
made manifest by a clause in section eight 
(General Provision) at. foot of eleventh page, 
which says : “When it shall become necessary 
to replace the present sidewalks, and curb¬ 
stones they shall be replaced by the owners of 
l he premises abutting thereon in Die mamn r 
and of the materials provided for in this or¬ 
dinance for the laying and setting of new 
sidewalks and curbstones, and in accordance 
with the specifications herein eonta: ned/* 

The Chief of Department of Public Works, 
under this ordinance, is t he arbitrary judge- 
as to when it shall be necessary to remove the 
present brick sidewalks and construct in their 
stead the flagstone, artificial or granolithic 
stone or asphalt pavement designated. When¬ 
ever, In his judgment, he deems it necessary, 
he gives the properly owners twenty days 
notice to discard the brick and substitute tlie 
new materials, and If the work Is not immedi¬ 
ately done he is authorized to execute it. him¬ 
self and collect the cost and expense from the 
owners of abutting property according to law. 

Such is the power bestowed upon the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, by the second section 
of this ordinance. If ruthlessly used, the help¬ 
less people may well exclaim, “who shall 
deliver us from the hand of the oppressor?" 

I do not charge, 1 do not even intimate that 
this ordinance was prepared In the interest of 
a limited number of contractors, but that It 
will excite their admiration and command 
their approval there can be no possibility of 
doubt. 

It creates a monopoly by practically restrict- 
lngthe layingofslaewalkstoa few Individuals 
who construct patent payments under high- 
sounding names and at a temperature of from 
two hundred and fifty to tour hundred and 
fifty degrees Fahrenheit. 

Under this ordinance the bricklayers and 
stonemasons, who have for more than a cent¬ 
ury, been putting down sidewalks in an ac¬ 
ceptable manner, “are not In It.” Their oc¬ 
cupation Is gone. Competition Is strangled. 
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The unhappy property owners are consigned ; 
to the lender mercies of the contractors who ! 
are lanuliar with the qualitative and quantl- ] 
tative analysis of “Neuchatel Asphalt/’ 
“Seyssel Rock Asphalt.” “Trinidad Asphalt,’’ 
“Standard Sheet Asphaltand “Specialty 
refined Asphalt.' 1 

The ordinance treats specifically of the kind 
of foundation upon which these diversified 
asphalt# shall he laid ; and I very much doubt 
whether any member ol your honorable body 
can produce the specifications of a building 
which describe the foundations with such 
minuteness or which require such tests of 
materials as are demanded by this ordinance 
lor the ordinary footwalks along our streets. 

True, the ordinance does not require piles 
to be driven or retaining wails to be built, but 
the ordinary mechanics who have bee.i doing 
tills class of work for a lifetime might just as j 
reasonably engage a pile driver, as employ a 
chemist and then assume the risk of having 
the Department of Public Works condemn his 
quantitative analysis or reject iiis work upon 
the grounds that! he temperature of the mater¬ 
ial was above or below the number of degrees, , 

Fahrenheit, required by the specifications, 

it Is proper and right to provide for and 
require the construction and maintenance of \ 
suitable and substantial sidewalks, but this 
can be done without compelling the people to 
employ the professional skill and complicated 
machinery contemplate^ by this ordinance. 

Upon the foundation and binder so elabor¬ 
ately described In the ordinance the Trinidad 
Asphalturn pavement shall be laid one Inch 
in thickness when compacted by rolling with 
n roller of not less than five hundred pounds 
weight. 

This pavement shall be composed of the

“The sand and asphaltic cement shall be ( 
heated separately to about three hundred 
degrees, Fahrenheit. The ’pulverized carbon¬ 
ate of lime while cold shall be mixed with hot 
sand in the required proportions, and then 
mixed with tlie asphaltic cement at there- i 
quired temperature, and in the proper pro- j 
portions, in a suitable apparatus which will | 
effect a perfect mixture. The same to be | 

delivered on the work at a temperature of two j 

hundred and fifty degrees Fahrenheit and to 
be evenly spread and rolled as above dts- \ 
cribed.” 

If the property owner desires a Trinidad 
Vulcanite Asphalt urn pavement, it shall be 
composed of the following: 

Trinidad Asphalt, 28 to 43 parts'. 

No. 4 pilch, 57 to 72 parts. j 

The wearing surface shall be composed of: \ 

Asphalt cement, 14 to 18 parts, J 

Crushed Idgonier stone, 41 to 43 parts. 


Sharp river sand, 41 to 43 parts. 

'Sufficientsulphurlimcaiid cement to harden 
the Asphaltic cement. The whole must be 
screened through a revolving screen, and 
healed in revolving heaters, and properly 
mixed in a steam mixer. It shall be evenly 
spread, w hile hot, upon the aforesaid binder 
in such quantity as, when rolled with a steam 
roller, to be one inch in thickness, the whole 
making one homogeneous muss. 

You will pardon me for referring to this or¬ 
dinance with some degree of particularity. 
I want, if possible, to show you how naturally 
and how inevitably, under its provisions, ttie 
work of constructing pavements will drift into 
the hands of two or three* persons or firms. 
It creates on octopus whose arms will ulti¬ 
mately reach out and embrace the sidewalk 
of every property owner in this city. It dis¬ 
criminates against the people and transfers to 
the few an important branch of public work 
which lias always been 1 open to the many. 
It brings into prominence materials which, 
when used in our street pavements, have 
always been high priced, and very often short¬ 
lived, unsubstantial and unsatisfactory. 

There Is no doubt that the sawed flagstone 
three inches in thickness required by the or¬ 
dinance. when limited to a width of four feet 
as in the East End and other suburban dis¬ 
tricts of the city, forms a most desirable side¬ 
walk. It is durable and perhaps not much 
more expensive than a brick pavement the 
full width of the sidewalk. Rut a flagstone 
three Indies in thickness will not answer the 
purpose when placed on a sidewalk extending" 
from building line to curb. It would very 
soon break into iragments. On such side¬ 
walks tlie flagstone must be eight or nine' 
inches in thickness, thus Involving ah expense * 
to the property owner of not less than one 
dollar per square foot. To the Owner bf a 
twenty-foot lot having a ten-foot sidewalk 
this means an expenditure of at least two 
hundred dollurs. 

While, by some property holders, this ex¬ 
pense would not be felt, it would prove u 
serious burden to many people whose worldly 
possession s are embraced in their little homes. 
That sidewalks should be constructed, and 
constructed in a substantial manner no one 
will deny, but I do not believe that the brick 
material which bus been used from time im¬ 
memorial, and which makes a satisfactory 
sidewalk when properly laid, should be dis¬ 
carded by the exercise of arbrjtary power con¬ 
ferred upon any one man. SIdewulks, under 
the law, must be laid and kepi In perpetual 
repair by the property holders, and they 
should not, in my judgment, be deprived of 
the reasonable discretion which I believe is 
conceded them by legislation much higher 
than an Ordinance of Council. 

The Ordinance is not right. The Chief of 
the Department of Public Works admits Its 
imperfections.

Under these Acts, and prior to this decision, 
the City oi Pittsburgh had tiled a number of 
liens to secure the payment of the assess¬ 
ments of benefits made thereunder.

They, however, re¬ 
main of record,and aye a cloud upon the titles 
of all property described therein. Petitions 
for rules to strike down these liens, and bills 
in equity for their concellation are threaten¬ 
ed.

I respectfully submit that there seems no 
good reason why we should not accept this 
legislation, and proceed as speedily as possi¬ 
ble thereunder, because there exists no other 
upon which we can hope to make any assess¬ 
ment of benefit nor file lions for enforcing 
payment of the same; all other legislation 
bearing on these matters having been declar¬ 
ed unconstitutional, or having been formally 
repealed. 

I am advised by the City Attorney that 
there should be some expression upon tiie 
part of Councils Indicating an acceptance of 
the provisions of the Acts of Assembly ap¬ 
proved the Kith day of May of the present 
year.

My Dear Sir:—I am in receipt of your 
favor of tiie 1st inst., w’herein yon ask my 
opinion as to the obligation or duty of t iie 
city under the contracts for public work now 
pending.” I respectfully answer tiie question : 

First—T he contracts to which you allude 
are those for the grading, paving, curbing or 
otherwise Improving public streets and 
sewers, completed or in process of completion 
under the acts of 1887-1889, commonly known 
as our street actR. 

In the cases recently decided by our Supreme 
Court, it was therein held, that these acts 
“are literally expunged from the statute 
book.” The court further said, *‘as nothing 
remains of the system provided by the acts of 
1887 and 1889 it is hardly necessary to say that 
its authority cannot survive for any purpose. 
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All the preliminary reports made by it fall, 
and no Improvements ran be ordered under 
them. All the assessmentsof damagesand 
benefits fall, and all uncollected liens entered 
upon these assessments go with the assess¬ 
ments. All work done or to he done upon 
these Improvements, as the law now stands, 
must he paid for by the city. All the damages 
inflicted upon lot holders must be recovered 
from tlie city.” 

To aid the city In relieving Itself from tlie 
full and immediate force of t his decision, re¬ 
medial legislation has been procured. 

Second— The Act of Assembly entitled “An 
Act authorizing the ascertainment, levy, as. 
sessment and collection of the costs, damages 
and expenses of municipal improvements, in¬ 
cluding the grading, paving, macadamizing 
or otherwise improving of any st reet, lane or 
alley or parts thereof completed or now In 
process of completion, and also the costs, 
damages and expenses of the construction of 
any sewer completed, or now in processor 
Completion, and authorizing the completion 
of any such Improvement,” approved May 10, 
1801, It is enacted : 

“That whenever heretofore any city, 
borough, township or other municipal divi¬ 
sion of the State has authorized by any act, 
ordinance, resolution or contract, passed or 
made, the grading, paving, macadamizing or 
otherwise improving of any street, lane or 
alley, or any part thereof, or the construction 
of any sewer or branch or part t hereof, and in 
pursuance of such act, ordinance, resolution 
or contract, work or labor lias been done or is 
being clone, or material furnished or is being 
furnished, or private property lias been or is 
being taken, injured or destroyed, and prop¬ 
erties in the neighborhood of any such im¬ 
provement have been or will be, when com¬ 
pleted, peculiarly benefited by the same, but 
owing to the act or acts of the general assem¬ 
bly under which any such Improvement lias 
been made being declared unconstitutional, 
or is or are otherwise invalid, or for any rea¬ 
son said properties can not be assessed with 
said benefits,as the law under which they 
were made or are being made contemplated, 
now by this act such improvements are made 
valid and binding, and any such city, 
borough, township or other municipal divi¬ 
sion of the State is hereby authorized to as¬ 
certain, levy, assess and collect such costs, 
damages and expenses.” 

The act further provides “ power and author¬ 
ity is hereby given to the different cit ies, 
boroughs, townships and other municipal 
divisions of the State to complete such im¬ 
provements now in process of completion, 
and upon such completion to proceed us afore¬ 
said for the ascertainment, assessment and 
collection of the same.” 

It will be observed that tiiis act expressly 
declares (a) “that such Improvements are 
made valid and binding.” whether done un¬ 
der “any act, ordinance, resolution or con¬ 
tract.” and (&) that full “ power an authority 
Is hereby given to the different cities, 
boroughs, townships and other municipal di¬ 
visions of t lie state to complete such improve¬ 
ments now In process of completion.” 

It Is believed bv those charged with the pre¬ 
paration of the remedial legislation that It Is 
constitutional, and will stand the scrutiny of 
the Supreme Court. 

Its purpose is to enable the city to assess 
and collect benefits wherewith to pay costs, 
damages and expenses upon all property 
peculiarly benefited, to validate existing 


proceedings, and to confer power to complete 
public improvements. 

Third— Under tills legislation, and in view 
of the condition of the work remaining to he 
done under existing ordinances and contracts 
I would recommend that you submit the mut¬ 
ter to the Councils of the city asking the 
adoption of a Joint resolution authorizing the 
completion of all public work covered by and 
embraced in existing contracts entered into 
under ordinances previously adopted by the 
Councils. 

I deem this course prudent: First, because 
there should be some affirmative expression 
of Councils looking to an acceptance of tlds 
legislation, and second, that your authority 
for ordering the completion of this work may 
not be questioned in any subsequent pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Having submitted these views to the coun¬ 
sel specially retained in the lute cases, It. 
affords me pleasure In saying they fully con¬ 
cur therein.

Dear Sir:—Y ou were kind enough to send 
us a copy of your letter addressed to Councils, 
and we hereby acknowledge Its receipt. We 
have carefully considered its propositions 
and we beg to assure yon of our high appreci¬ 
ation of the careful manner In which you 
have studied the wants and necessities of the 
Fire Bureau of this city. 

We desire to endorse your recommend¬ 
ations to councils and to add additional 
points which we deem of equal importance 
and which we think cannot but commend 
themselves to your Judgment and approval. 

First,—In reference to the protection af¬ 
forded by the engines located In the tlrst five 
wards of the city. 

Herein are located the most valuable build¬ 
ings and Improvements In which is transact¬ 
ed the hulk of the commerce of traffic of the 
city, the public buildings with their valuable 
contents, and is literally the heart of the city. 
To protect this we have but three engines, 
only two of which are first-class. The same 
protection was deemed necessary twenty 
years ago when the values were less than one- 
fourth of those of to-day.

We are of the opinion that not less than five 
first-class engines should be located in the 
First District. When a large fire occurs, mak¬ 
ing it necessary to call additional engines, 
very much valuable time Is necessarily taken 
In reaching the fire. This would in a measure 
be overcome if the First District was thus 
supDlled. Our observation has convinced us 
that there should he an Increased number of 
men assigned to these first-class engines for 
the efficient management of the apparatus, 
the present number being entirely inade¬ 
quate. 

Second.—The large number of high and 
costly buildings which have been erected 
recently, and which add so much to the 
beauty of our city are in a measure unpro¬ 
tected, and we therefore urge that a water- 
tower be added to your bureau. This power¬ 
ful and effective apparatus has been added to 
the equipment for fighting fires in a number 
of the large cities, and has been found a most 
valuable adjunct where the fire has occured 
In these modern high buildings. 
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Third.—We most heart ily endorse your re- 
commendalion for the addition of a tire-bout 
to the service, FI re- boats have been proven 
so invaluable to the cities where they are now 
in use, such as Boston, New York, Cleveland, 
Chicago and Brooklyn, that they are looked 
upon by insurance companies as essential to 
the equipment of a model’ll ft re department, 

Perhaps a stronger argument in favor of its 
use than any you have used is the enormous 
increase it would give to the water supply, in 
case of a large conflagration it would be of 
more service than twelve large steamers and 
if a failure from any cause of our present 
water supply it would prove a reserve force 
valuable beyond calculation. 

Fourth.—'We are further of the opinion that 
there are an insufficient number of hydrants 
for use of the department at the time of fires. 
There should at least be a plug at each corner 
and one in the middle ot each block in the 
First District, This arrangement would obvi¬ 
ate the necessity of crossing the streets with 
hose which lias hereto!ore obstructed travel 
during large fires. 

According to the population Pittsburgh is 
away behind ot her cities in this respect. 

Allegheny, with a population of 105,000 
people, has 1,290 plugs, while Pittsburgh, with 
250,utH) people, lias but 1,532. 

Boston, with 400,000 people, has over 0,000 
plugs. 

Cleveland, with a population 25,000 less than 
any city, has 2,894 plugs. 

Buffalo, another city ot about Pittsburgh’s 
size, lias 2,4.18 plugs. 

Without going into further comparisons 
you will readily see the importance of the in¬ 
crease suggested. 

Our attention has been recently directed to 
the deficiencies of the department by the 
general inspector of the National Board of 
Underwriters; especially as to the deficiency 
of hydrants, of a water-tower and of u fire- 
boat. 

Fifth—And In addition to above, permit us 
to express the opinion held by our Board of 
Underwriters, that lo secure the most effici¬ 
ency from the fire department, which we 
readily admit is excellent In many respects, 
and with the added strength and apparatus, 
which we sincerely trust and believe the 
Councils of the city and your own excellent 
judgment will provide, that a new officer of 
discretion and cool judgment should be 
chosen to All the position of fire director, an 
office which we hope will be created. The 
same logic used in regard to the engines and 
apparatus cun be applied In regard 4 to the di¬ 
rection of the department. The department 
of 1870, useful and efficient as it was, does not 
meet the requirements of 18W; nor does the 
veteran chief, who so ably directed the de¬ 
partment of that day, meet the requirements 
of the present. His experience and energy 
will certainly be of great value to the depart¬ 
ment in caring for the buildings and appar¬ 
atus, and we express the opinion that lie 
sliould be retained in some such capacity, 

Tlie Fire Director should be relieved of 
minor details and be given the time to study 
and arrange the department for its best and 
most efficient service. 

We have thus outlined to some ex lent our 
views, which we respectfully submit for your 
consideration, with the hope that you may bo 
able to seen re the hearty co-operation of the 




members of Councils in making your Fire 
Bureau that which all desire, a model one.

Gentlemen As your honorable bodies are 
already aware the Supreme Court have 
stricken down the legislation of the years 
1887 and 1889 relating to street improvements 
in this city, and have thereby imposed upon 
the municipal corporation, not by implication 
only, but by their unquestionable dictum, the 
liability for payment of the cost of improve¬ 
ments made under said legislation to a sum 
which will aggregate not less than $2,900,01)9. 
This decision of Hie court was announced in 
March last, and so soon as its import could be 
correctly ascertained the city authorities 
through corporate channels and through the 
conference and counsel of citizens culled by 
the Mayor in town meeting, took the neces¬ 
sary steps to procure from the legislature such 
curative enactment to supply the defects re¬ 
vealed by the Supreme Court as was thought 
to be expedient and feasible. 

The City Attorney Is now engaged, as di¬ 
rected by resolution to your honorable bodies, 
in applying the recently obtained legislation 
to the necessities of the occasion, and ivlille 1 
believe that the city will through this means 
derive a very large sum of money, perhaps 
sufficient to meet the whole liability eventu¬ 
ally, tlie hope cannot be indulged that she 
will be able from this source to satisfy lhe im¬ 
pending claims at onceoreven In a reason¬ 
able time. Tiie uncertainty In the public 
mind whether or not the new assessments re¬ 
quired to be made will themselves i>e sub¬ 
jected to the gauntlet of the courts, and possi¬ 
bly non-confirmed there may cause many 
persons to withhold payment until prospec¬ 
tive litigation shall have been determined. 
The right to so obstructor retard collections Is 





one of the corral lories of citizenship, but will 
In the end prove beneficial in effecting a 
quietus upon disputed points and thus de¬ 
termining ut the out start, just what power ami 
resource the city forever possesses. I have 
myself the highest confidence in the practical 
righteousness and ult imate moral stability of 
the city’s contention to recover every dollarof 
the old assessments by new ones.

Guided by such an example any man, who, 
through mistaken judgment or otherwise had 
presented a proposal for work or supplies 
terminating in loss to himself, might very a|>- 
proprlately present a claim for additional 
compensation. 

In Illustration of this statement, I might re¬ 
fer to a contract at present In course of com¬ 
pletion, which will unquestionably Involve 
the contractor in a loss of four or five thou¬ 
sand dollars. Under the precedent fixed by 
the payment of the claim before us this con¬ 
tractor would be justified in expecting a simi¬ 
lar adjustment of the loss sustained by him. 

The bidder Is supposed to understand his 
business. If Ms profits prove to be large they 
are not shared with the city. If he. from 
whatever cause, sustains loss, the city should 
not be expected to reimburse him. 

I beg leave to state in conclusion that J have 
reliable Information that even If I were to ap¬ 
prove the resolution, the Controller would de¬ 
cline to issue a certificate fora warrantin pay¬ 
ment of the claim.

(Jkntmcmbn:— [ deem It my duty in the 
interest of the public to respectfully call your 
attention to a matter which appears to trie of 
vital importance as touching the efficient 
government of our city. 

In order to explain its relation and char¬ 
acter, a reference to our present charter be¬ 
comes necessary, to the end that the matter 
may be readily understood. 

The Constitution of the State prohibits legis¬ 
lation relating to private corporations and 
other matters, as weil as to cities of the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

The Legislature has passed a general law for 
the organization of private corporations, and 
prescribed a brief form of/bur or five requisites 
which musL be complied with before letters 
patent will Issue giving the corporation Us 
life under these requisites. 

Under the letters patent, the corporation 
has full power and authority to adapt its 
charter to its business, and to carry on the 
purposes of its creation, by Its By-Laws; 
changing them at any time to suit its wants 
and convenience. 

Our municipal charter is of a similar charter. 
The form of government, simple In its nature, 
embodied in ibis charter, is given by the 
Legislature, and with the authority to adapt 
it, by By-Laws called ordinances, to all the 
requirements of necessities of the people of the 
city. Under it a more efficient government 
can be obtained than that enjoyed by any city 
of any different class in the Wtate. Under it 
we have: 

First. The Legislative body to enact ordi¬ 
nances. 

Second. The Departments to attend to the 
details of the duties as marked out and defined 
severally in the 15th, ltith and 17ih sections of 
tlie charter. 

Third. The Mayor to supervise and approve, 
or disapprove, the legislation of Councils, and 
to supervise the different departments and 
direct their officers within their duties under 
the law and ordinances. 

It is very apparent that no proper super¬ 
vision can be had, and few directions can be 
given to the officers, unless specific infor¬ 
mation in relation to Die business of the 
departments be brought to tiie knowledge of 
the Mayor. 

Your honorable bodies have not as yet en¬ 
acted any ordinance prescribing the duties 
of the departments in relation to this super¬ 
vision and direction. 

I have, tli ere fore, thought if my duty to ask 
you most respectfully and urgently to enact 
such inws, regarding these duties, as may be 
required to fully perfect the efficiency of the 
city government. 

Each one of these different branches of the 
government In essential to the other, and they 
are all of vital necessity to the welfare of the 
city. Unless, therefore, provision is made by 
Councils defining the duties of the heads 
of departments to the Mayor, that officer 
will remain powerless to discharge in a satis¬ 
factory or efficient manner his duties to the 
city, and the section of the charter relating to 
the supervision of the Mayor will continue a 
practical nullity. 


1 The efficiency of the different department* 
j and the integrity with which the duties arc 
; discharged, are directly Involved in tills right 
of supervision, and tins right and duty areas 
directly delegated to the Mayor by the charier 
j as is the legislative power to Councils. 

I would, therefore, earnestly and respect- 
i fully suggest that your honorable bodies make 
provisio'n requiring that all estimates for the 
1 wants and supplies of the several departments, 

all plans and specifications for work and 
materials, and lor the purchase of property 
apparatus &c.,shall be submitted and reported 
by tlie different departments for Inspection 
; and supervision by the Mayor, before ad- 
i vert 1stug for bids or proposals. 

! While such a provision would In my 
1 Judgment he in strict accord with the spirit of 

! the charter, it would tend to preclude the 
possibility of any discrimination which might 
deprive the city of tlie advantage of the lowest 
i responsible bidder for the work or materials 
| which might be required. 

Ills also tlie duty of Councils under the 
charter to provide by ordinance a method of 
! hearing complaints from the public. 

: If provision were made by Councils requir* 

l ingaJl complaints of the public to be made to 
i the Mayor, under suitable rules and regu¬ 
lations to be established by him, then the 
| city government would be aided and assisted 
by the whole people who maintain the govern- 
; menland in whose interest it is administered. 

! Under such an arrangement, any direllction 
! of duty on tlie partoi any officer, any nuisance 

! in a neighborhood, any breach of the laws, 
such as selling liquor without, a license,or 
gaming,or keeping disorderly houses could 
be reported to tlie Mayor, who could have the 
’ proper invest igation made and suitable action 
taken in relation to tiie violation of the law, 

' without involving tiie party making the com¬ 
plaint. 

With such an ordinance the efficiency and 
harmony of the departments would lie per¬ 
fected. Without, it tlie forces of the depart¬ 
ments are disorganized, tiieir unity is de¬ 
stroyed: and tiie power of the government 
itself becomes In a measure paralyzed and In¬ 
efficient. 

The people at large are not familiar with 
tlie powers and duties of tiie several depart¬ 
ments and their multiplied bureaus, and 
when they have a complaint, to make they 
can hardly be expected to know tiie proper 
officer to whom to present tiieir grievances. 
In consequence of this lack of knowledge they 
are very frequently directed from place to 
place until they become weary In a vain 
attempt, to find the officer In charge of tlie 
matter concerning which their complaints are 
made. 

They do know, however, that the Mayor I* 
the head of tlie municipal government, and 
they naturally corne to him feeling that he Is 
the officer to whom they should look for the 
suppression of the evils of which they 
complain. 

Tills supervision and directory power In the 
chief executive is the keystone In the arch of 
the city government which gives it firm ness 
and efficiency.

Gentbf.mkn I have the honor to say to | 
you as the counsel and solicitors of the City 
of Pittsburgh, that the cases 88 and 89, Octo¬ 
ber term, 1889, Abbott against the city afore¬ 
said, now on ihe list., will be settled and satis¬ 
fied in full on payment of costs in each case 
and the sum of one hundred dollars. The 
case of C. Abbot t, Jr., was for personal injuries 
received from an electric live wire on the Al¬ 
lentown road (I think) Thirty-second ward, 
Pittsburgh, in which lie came in contact. He 
has survived the injury, and being a young 
man, there does not appear to have been 
any permanent injury. 

The other suit, 89, October, 1889, is for the 
killing of a valuable horse at the same time 
and place (summer of 1889) killed instantly hy 
tramping on a live electric wire while , 
going along the highway and stepping on 
it. Of course, plaintiff claims tlie city I 


was negligent In permitting these wires, 
strung along on neglected poles In the streets, * 
broken and otherwise, In the midst of live 
wires of electricity, which were then and 
always are dangerous to life of man and 
beast. 

Ry way of compromise, and because no hu¬ 
man life was lost in tills accident, 1 am au¬ 
thorized to settle and satisfy. If your city will 
pay thecosts as aforesaid and the one hundred 
dollars, which sum is about the one-half value 
of the horse killed.

Gentlemen:— 1 beg leave to return here¬ 
with to your honorable body without my 
approvaf“An Ordinance No. 398, authorizing 
the construction of a fifteen inch sewer on 
Oakland avenue and through the private 
property of P. Wagner, A. C. Crawford. A. K. 
Saxton, David Challinor, et al from Bates 
street to Joncaire street. » 

' This ordinance provides that this sewer 
shall extend under the southwest sidewalk of 
Oakland avenue, for a distance of probably 
seven hundred feet beginning at Bates street 
thence diagonally across Oakland avenue and 
through tiie private property of the parties 
above named to Joncaire street. 

The situation on Oakland avenue is about 
as follows: 

The ground from the building line on the 
northeast side of the avenue descends rapidly 
to the rear of the lots or toward B^Kjuet street. 
The natural drainage is in the direction of 
Boquet street, thus makingit practically Im¬ 
possible for the proper!}' owners to avail 
themselves of the use of a sewer on the oppo¬ 
site side of Oakland avenue, unless such sewer 
be al great depth. This being the case It 
necessarily follows that, a sewer on the south- 
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west side of Oakland avenue would be of no 
benefit to nine-tenths of the property holders 
on the noriheust side of the avenue. 

On the side of tlie avenue on which R is 
proposed to construct tills sewer, the lots, 
with but very few exceptions, extend back to 
Atwood street, a distance of about two 
hundred feet. This property Is well Improved 
and. i believe, is generally owned by the 
occupants. 

When the public sewer was placed on At¬ 
wood street about three years ago these prop¬ 
erty holders were assessed their full propor¬ 
tion of the cost'of Us construction. They 
have, as a rule, made connections with that 
sewer, thus obtaining at very considerable 
expense all the advantages in the line of 
sewerage, which they require. When owners 
have sold any portion of their lots abutting 
on Atwood street they have done so with Lhe 
reservation of sewer privileges for the benefit 
of the property abutting on Oakland avenue. 

It will be observed, therefore, that these prop¬ 
erty owners, (with perhaps two exceptions) 
under whose flagstone sidewalks it is pro¬ 
posed to construct this sewer do not require 
It, and as a consequence do not want it. If 
built, it must be paid for by somebody, and 
the natural assumption Is that the abutting 
property will be assessed for the large pro¬ 
portion of the cost. In view of the fact that 
these property holders have paid for the 
sewer privileges which they now enjoy it 
would hardly seem just to tax them again for 
a sewer from which they would in reality de¬ 
rive no benefit. 

It may be said that parties not benefited 
will not be assessed for cost of construction. 
Who then will pay the expense? Hut two or 
three persons want the sewer, and they do 
not represent more than five per cent, of the 
frontage on line of proposed improvement. It 
Is not reasonable to suppose that the whole 
cost would he assessed on them. Where Mien 
can the balance go but o.i the property of 
those who do not need the sewer, and who 
have paid for their sewerage, or, which is 
much more probable, upon the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

The Impropriety of authorizing a local Im¬ 
provement for the convenience of two or 
three individuals at the probable expense of 
the city Is too palpable to require discussion. 

The taxpayers at large have had a surfeit of 
that kind ot experience. 

There does not appear any good reason why 
the two or three petitioners for t his sewer can 
not do Just as the remaining residents on the 
southwest side of Oakland avenue have done, 
and obtain therequired drainage by way of 
the public sewer on Atwood street. They can 
do tills at much less expense lhan by the con¬ 
struction of the sewer proposed by this ordin¬ 
ance. The owners of property on Oakland ave¬ 
nue and Atwood street have within the past 
tiiree years paid for a complete Hue of im¬ 
provements, comprising grading, paving, 
curbing, sewerage, stone sidewalks, planting 
of trees, &c. 

Any further public improvements of the 
kind contemplated, especially against lhe 
earnest protest of nearly all the property 
holders are neither reasonable nor Just.

To the President and Members of Common Cbim* 

cit: 

Gkntlbmkn:— In Harmony with the re¬ 
quirements of the city charter I beg leave to 
submit herewith the reports of the heads of 
the various departments setting forth in 
detail the expenditures of the past year 
and presenting estimates of the money 
deemed necessary to meet the expenses of 
the year to come. 

I embrace the opportunity here presented 
to congratulate you and the people of our 
city In general on the prosperity which has 
characterized the year that has passed 
away. 

In the magnificent buildings which have 
been, and are being erected, in the splendid 
system of electric and cable roads which 
has been put Into operation, In the build¬ 
ing up of our suburbs, In the active opera¬ 
tions of our great Industries, in the steady 
employment of our working people, in a 
thousand ways we witness the unmistak¬ 
able evidences of prosperity and substantial 
growth. 

When we, In addition, consider the health¬ 
ful condition of the city, Its freedom from 
pestilential visitations, from riots and seri¬ 
ous disasters of all kinds, the peace and 
good order which have prevailed through¬ 
out Its entire limits we cannot withhold the 
conclusion that this community has enjoyed 
Its full measure of happiness during the 
year so recently brought to a close. These ac¬ 
cumulated blessings furnish abundant rea¬ 
son for congratulation, for gratitude and 
thanks. 

In the gradual reduction of our bonded 
debt there Is still further evide ice of the 
city’s prosperity and Improved financial 
condition. Five or six years ago this in 
debtedness aggregated almost fourteen mil¬ 
lions of dollars. We are informed by the 
Controller that to-day the net Indebtedness 
does not exceed nine and a half millions. 

In this statement we have the assurance 
that this burden is being lifted from the 
people. 

In view of what has been accomplished in 
the comparatively brief period of time de¬ 
signated we have every reason to hope that 
through wise legislation and prudent and 
economical management or municipal 
affairs the city will be able to extinguish 
the present debt within the next thirteen or 
fourteen yoars. 

Burely such “a consummation is devoutly 
to be wished." ( 

A man breathes freer, feels happier and ! 
more independent when relieved of a debt I 
under which he has tolled for many years, j 
To attain to such a condition a prudent man 
will deny himself and his family many 
things which under different and more fa ! 
vorablecircumstances he and those depend¬ 
ent upon him would be glad to enjoy. If 1 

this be true of a single individual it should | 

apply with at least some degree of force to ! 

the many persons who compose a com- i 

rnunlty or make up a city. 

It must be admitted that extensive public 
Improvements in a great city require large 
expenditures of money and oftentimes the 
Incurring of debt. It seems proper and 
right too, that the expense of certain 


classes of permanent Improvements should 
be shared at least In part, by tlioso who 
shall enjoy their benefits In the years to 
come. There are times, therefore, when 
the Issue of bonds and the creating of debt 
become advisable thus relieving the tax¬ 
payers of the present by placing a portion 
of the city’s liability upon the taxpayers of 
the future. The great danger, however, 
lies In pursuing such a policy to extremes 
thus defeating the very object sought. 

If the history of municipalities demon 
strates any one thing it establishes conclu¬ 
sively the fact that the tendency of munici¬ 
pal governments Is toward the extravagant 
expenditure of pnbllc money and the reck¬ 
less creation of debt. To meet these ex¬ 
penditures and to provide for the Interest 
on and payment or bonded debts property 
valuations are frequently advanced and tax 
rates Increased until taxation becomes op¬ 
pressive. That the expenses of our own 
c ty government have materially increased 
year by year during the pas* six years will 
become apparent from an examination of 
the various appropriations covering the pe 
riod named. Whether this increase has 
been In excess of the reasonable require¬ 
ments of a great and growing city Is a ques¬ 
tion worthy of consideration. 

In 1886 the city valuation of property for 
taxable purposes was $116,090,000.011. The 
tax rate was 14 mills. The amount raised 
by property tax was In round numbers $1, 
600,000.00. The total expenses of the city 
government for that year aggregated $2,- 
600,000.00. 

In 1891 the city valuation was $180,000,00').00 
and the tax rate J5 mills. The amount raised 
by property tax was $2,700,000.00 while the 
total expenses of the city government will 
amouut to $4,465,000.00. In a word the ex¬ 
penditures for the year 1891 will exceed the 
expenditures of 1886 by $1,865,000.00 thus 
showing an increase of 75 per cent. In the 
annual expenses of the city government 
wlihln the brief period of six years. 

No portion of this increase was required 
to meet the Interest on the bonded debt or 
provide for the sinking funds of the city. 
For these purposes there was used In l'8-i, 
$1,127,700.00, and In 1891, $1,046/100.00, thus 
showing a decrease of over $80,000.00 in the 
appropriation made necessary by the city 
debt. 

It was not used by the charity department 
because It required just about the sane 
amount of money to support the dependent 
poor of the city in 1886 as was expended for 
that purpose in 1891. Where then has this 
increase of $1,865,0 )0.00 been used? In an 
swer I would say that the very large pro¬ 
portion of It has been expended by the de¬ 
partments of Public Safety and Public 
Works. For the year 1891 there was appro¬ 
priated for the Department of Public Safety 
$704,000.00 and for the Department of Public 
Works $1,726,584.00, or a total of $2,430,534.00 
to both these departments of 1 he city gov 
ernment. This is an Increase of more than 
$1,500,000 00 over the amount spent In 1886 
by the parts of the city government now 
embraced In these departments, and almost 
equal to the entire appropriations of that 
year for all the purposes of municipal gov¬ 
ernment including education, sinking funds 
and Interest on the bonded debt. 

No one will deny that much of this money 
was necessary In the building and furnish¬ 
ing of station houses, remodeling and lm- 






provment of engine houses, In the better 
equipment of the bureaus of Fire and Police I 
l>y the Department of Public Safety, and in 1 
the repaving of streets, building of bridges, 1 
extension of water supply, purchase and 
Improvement of park property by the De- 
pa tm jilt of Public Works. Perhaps all the I 
money was necessary and lias been judlcl- ' 
ously expended. ; 

1 make this comparison, not In the spirit ! 
of criticism, but In order to show that dur. ! 
ingthe past year, and 1 might add during j 
tlie past three years,large sums of money ' 
have been spent upon improvements by the ! 
departments to which I refer. 

The appropriations for the Department of j 
Public Works have been largely Increased 
each successive year for the past four years, 
inhrhthe total appropriation for this de¬ 
partment was $860,553.0(1; in 1889, $945,722.00; 
in 18JO, $1,2 >3,500.00; In 1891, $1,728,584.00, and 
the amount estimated for tlie coming year 
Is $2,2:11,308.00. 

That these large sums of money were not 
only ex -ended but carefully expended on 
work and improvements under the control 
of the department,! have no reason to 
question or doubt. That the $2,281,306.00 
asked for by the department could be ad¬ 
vantageously used in 1892, I freely admit. 
Probably one-half of It coukl be expended 
on repaving alone, though no such sum Is ‘ 
asked for that purpose. Itut can the city 
afford to make all the improvements that 
may be deemed necessary e ich succeeding 
year? To what extent should appropria¬ 
tions be made even for needed Improve¬ 
ments? These are questions which merit 
serious considerations. Valuations and tax 
rates must be made to suit large appropria¬ 
tions, or appropriations ~nust be limited so 
as to lit the mlllage and valuations. 

Which It shall be, must be determined by 
your honorable body. 

If the infornntlon which I have been able 
to obtain from the Assessor’s Office is cor¬ 
rect, it leads to tlie conclusion that, by the 
triennial assessment now being made, the 
city valuation of taxable property will not 
he less than $230, 000 ,000 .00 and may reach 
$240,000,000.00. Even though tlie valuation 
should aggregate an amount but somewhat. 

In excess of $230,000,000.00It Is safe to assume 
that after making the usual reduction for 
exonerations, rural and agricultural classi¬ 
fications, etc., the tax levy win be made on 
a valuation of $210,000,000.00. Upon this val¬ 
uation a i3-mill tax will produce $2,730,0uo.00 
as against the $2,700,909.00 estimated from a 
15-mill tax on the valuation or last year. 

Under a recent act of the Legislature the 
city will receive tills year $900 00 out of each 
liquor license fee instead of $2vD.00at hereto¬ 
fore. (-hould as many licenses bo granted 
as were Issued last year the city will receive 
an increased revenue of $200,000,00 from this 
source the present year. 

For educational purposes the city will re¬ 
ceive this year from the State $193,000.oo as 
against $77,243.09 last year, Allowing for 
the natural Increase In the appropriation 
required by the Central Board of Education 
the city will stld have here an increased 
revenue of about $80,000.00. 

The facts here presented show’ on the as - 
sumption of course that the revenues from 
other sources remain the same as last year, 
that with a 13-mlJl tax on the valuation 
given the estimated receipts of the city for 
the year 1892 will he $300,000.00 In excess of 


the receipts of 1891. With a 14-mll) tax this 
excess will be a little more than $5iH>,u<KJ.00 
uml with a tax of id mills it will roach In 
amount $725,ooo.oo. 

But whiir are the spec'llert wants of the 
various departments for the ensuing year? 
In answer I would state first fhut the De¬ 
partment of Charities asks for $90.U00.(;0. 
The amount is tlie same as the appropria¬ 
tion grnntod this department of 1H91. 

If tlmre Is any truth In statistics, the man¬ 
agement or the charity department of this 
c ty Is deserving of commendation. It is a 
well established fact, especially with refer¬ 
ence to cities, that the number of those who 
must be cared for and maintained at public 
expeii«© increase proportionately with the 
general Increase of population. Yet, in face 
of the fact that the population of tills city 
has Increased almost one hundred thousand 
In the last decade, its unfortunate poor are 
supported at an expense to the public very 
little In excess of the amount required for a 
similar purpose under the supervision of 
the Board of Poor Directors ten years ago. 

I make this brief reference to this depart¬ 
ment in this public and official manner be¬ 
cause I believe Its careful, economical and 
satisfactory management entitles it to such 
recognition. 

The amount deemed necessary for the 
coming year by the Department of Public 
Safety Is $890,i)00.0<). This Is an lncrenseof 
about $%,ooii.oo over the appropriation 
granted this department for the year 1891. 
of this amount $80,r,oo.oo wilt be required to 
carry out the provisions of an "ordinance 
passed some time ago, authorizing the em¬ 
ployment of fifty additional men fior the 
Fire Bureau ; also the purchase of one water 
tower, four additional Are engines and two 
hose carriages. 

As the city will be obliged to relinquish, 
on April 1st, the building on Diamond 
street at present used as a Central Station, 
the remaining $15,500,00 will be needed to 
provide a Central Police Station In some 
other locnlity. 

These additions to the Fire Bureau are not 
only rendered necessary by the character of 
the buildings that are being erected in the 
business portions oT tlie city but they are 
demanded by the best Interests of the gen¬ 
eral public. At the present time, as we all 
know’, a serious fire In the lower part of the 
city demands the services of the engines 
from the Fast End and the South Side, thus, 
for the time, leaving those portions of the 
city entirely unprotected. Not only that, 
but tlie wear and tear of apparatus and the 
absolute cruelty to horses resulting from 
long and rapid drives should be provided 
against at the earliest possible moment. 

As the Chler of the Department of Public 
Safety has during the past week been con¬ 
fined to h s home by sickness, I have been 
unable to consult with him regarding other 
items In his report. Some of these might 
perhaps bear cutting down, but in view of 
the contemplated improvements I cannot 
see how it is possible to make any material 
reduction in the sum total of the estimates 
of the department. 

As has already been stated the Depart 
meat of Public Works asks for an appropri¬ 
ation of $2,231,306.27, This is an apparent 
Increase of $5u4.72l.80 over the amount 
granted the department for tlie past year, 
but when we consider that Items 39 and 40 
In the appropriation ordinance of last year 















for the completion of street Improvements 
Interrupted by the decision of the Supreme 
Court, aggregating $150,000.00 will not ap¬ 
pear at all this year, it becomes evident 
that the real Increase Is $655,235.27. 

To make this more clear X will present the 
increase In each individual bureau of the 


department over last year:

This statement demonstrates quite clearly 
that the amount demanded by the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works exceeds the expendi¬ 
tures of the year Just closing by almost 
forty per cent. 

If the amount estimated In this report is 
granted by Councils It will require every 
cent of the increased revenue from licenses 
from the State and from a 15-mUl tax on the 
largely Increased valuations of property to 
meet the fhcreased demands of the Depart¬ 
ments of Public Safety and Public Works. 
There^wlll be nothing left even with a 15- 
mtll tax rate on advanced valuations to 
provide for the increased deficiencies of the 
present year. I cannot, therelore. think it 
wise to appropriate the large amount of 
money asked for in this report. 

Last year there was appropriated for 
park purposes as shown by the appropria¬ 
tion ordinance $327,000.00 In round numbers, 
of this amount about $ 180 , 000.00 was used in 
the purchase of real estate and $25,UK).00 In 
the construction of a bridge at Schenley 
Park, thus leaving about $120,000.00for park 
Improvements. 

With this money noticeable Improvements 
were made in fcchenleyand Highland Parks, 
and why should It be necessary to appropri¬ 
ate three or four times this amount for pro¬ 
jected Improvements the coming year? The 
ornamentation of parks Is the work of years, 
and while they are an admitted blessing to 
the people, there Is no pressing necessity 
for the expenditure of enormous sums of 
money on Their Improvement in any one 
year. Without this the grass will grow, the 
trees will put forth their leaves, the birds 
will sing, and the people will in the beautl - 
fuldays of summer continue to visit the 
parks for recreation and rest. 

W hile I cheerfully commend the earnest¬ 
ness, activity and zeal displayed by the 
Chief of the Department of Public Works In 
providing beautiful grounds fur the enjoy¬ 
ment of the people, I at the same time be¬ 
lieve that the appropriation of $407,(TOO.00 
estimated for park purposes should be re¬ 
duced to $l5o,000,00. 

Among the items In the estimate for the 
Bureau of Highways and Sewers there is 
one of $8,000.0!) for feed. This , seems a high 
estimate for feed for thirty-five horses, tlie i 
number which I nm Informed are used In ' 


the bureau. There Is also an item ui »i«,- 
500.00 for additional horses, wagons, carts, 
Ac., for this bureau, which raises the ques¬ 
tion as to what extent It Is wise for the dty 
to make investments of this character. I 
mention these things in the hope that by 
careful investigation it maybe possible to 
cut down the estimate for this bureau $20,- 
000 . 00 . 

As, by a contract with Gas Company, the 
city Is entitled annually to about twelve 
thousand dollars worth of illuminating gas 
free of charge, I would suggest its use in 
lighting the Market Houses and Municipal 
Hall, thus eliminating the item of $8,000.00 
for that purpose In the estimate for the 
Bureau of Public Lighting. 

For the Bureau of Water Supply and Dis¬ 
tribution there is asked the large sum of 
$517,900.00, of which the principal Items are 
$100,000.00 for ground for a new reservoir, 
$58,000.00 for a new rising main at Brilliant 
Station, $25,000,00for supply pipe to Squirrel 
Hill, $ 60 , 000 . 00 for pipe extension, and $15»,- 
000.00 for fuel. 

It is true we are to-day pumnlng at least 
one-half the water used by the city iso feet 
higher than Is necessary. That is o say 
one-half the water used by the city could be 
supplied from an elevation 150 feet lower 
than the Highland reservoirs. This, how¬ 
ever, has been true for fifteen years, and 
whe her It Is necessary this coming year to 
purchase ground for a new reservoir at a 
lower level Is a matter for your honorable 
body to seriously consider. 

Permit me Just here to respectfully but 
earnestly urge the propriety of devising 
some means of procuring cheaper fuel for 
the water works. The oil at present used 
for that purpose at Brilliant Station is cost- 
ingthe city not less than $12,500.00 a month, 
or at the rate of $150,000.00 a year. It Is an 
admitted fact that coal fuel can be supplied 
at less than half this expense. It does 
seem, therefore, that almost $75,000.00 
should be saved In this one Item of expendi¬ 
ture. 

Regarding repaving l cannot speak intel¬ 
ligently for the reason that, while the 
i streets to be repaved are enumerated the 
amount proposed to be expended on each 
one Is not given. The total estimate Is 
$45o,uoo.no, which, as has been stated is an 
increase of almost $128,000.00 over that of 
last year. 

In conclusion permit me to say that, in 
view of the general increase In property 
valuations, and for other reasons set forth 
In this communication I earnestly believe 
that the tax rate for the ensuing year 
should not exceed 14 mills. 

There are other matters of public inter¬ 
est to which I had intended to refer, but, 
inasmnch as this communication has ex 
tended beyond the limits contemplated, 
they must be deferred to some future occa 
slon. 

Hoping that the year that has so recently 
dawned may bring to you and to all the 
people of our city prosperity and happiness,

Rurpau. to wit: 880.411.01. This does no 
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dude the building of a ftrc boat, which I be¬ 
lieve would l>e possible to post pone for nn- 
other year, ho as not to ho largely increase the 
appropriation fur the Bureau of Eire. A de¬ 
tailed statement of the Increase tinder the 
aforesaid ordinance Is appended to the gener¬ 
al estimate for the Bureau. The absolute 
necessity of materially Increasing the effici¬ 
ency of the Fire Bureau In the down town 
district Is ho apparent and well known that I 
deem it not necessary to refer to the matter at 
length. 

The general appropriation for the Bureau of 
Police remains the same as lust year, and the 
only additional Increase required iti Is made 
by virtue of the operation of an ordinance 
licensing dogs and establishing a pound, and 
paying liie salaries of the necessary men con¬ 
nected therewith. This estimated increase, 
us per schedule attached, Is $8,‘175. The pro¬ 
ceeds of the operation of t his ordinance for 
the last year were about #12,000, and the ordi¬ 
nance was only in operation some four 
months. When this ordinance is In operation 
during tiie ent ire year 1 am satisfied that the 
receipts for the city will be In excess of #15.000. 
No additional increase in the number of men 
for the general police force is asked (or or will 
be anticipated during the coming year 
—as I believe that the changes, rules 
and regulations that the Bureau is now 
contemplating for the better improve¬ 
ment of the same will be sufficient to 
make the present police force more effici¬ 
ent, and will enable this Department wit h the 
number of men already In the Bureau to welt 
and efficiently police and protect the city. 
The stun of $15,301.54 Is asked for and recom¬

Okntlkmen :—I beg leave to return to your 
honomble body without my approval, an 
Ordinance (S. C. No. 394), granting the Pitts¬ 
burgh Traction Company the right to enter 
upon, occupy and use certain streets and high¬ 
ways and to supply motor power to and oper¬ 
ate certain passenger and street railways. 


This Ordinance authorizes the Pittsburgh 
Traction Company to enter upon, use and oc¬ 
cupy, with the consent of the respective com¬ 
panies, all the streets occupied by the I)u* 

? l»esne Street Hat 1 way Company, Craig street 
tail wav Com|«ny, Highland mi reel Railway 
Company, I.4irimer street Railway Com|»any, 
Wllkinsburg street Hallway Company. East 
End street (tallway Company, Howe Street 
Railway Company. Grant Street Railway 
(Join pa ny. Central Passenger Hallway Com¬ 
pany, Market Street Hallway Company, and 
several other companies of a like character. 
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It authorizes the company to construct, 
maintain and operate upon any or all said 
streets such motors, cables, electrical or other 
appliances and necessary or convenient ap¬ 
paratus and mechanical fixtures by means of 
overhead system, cable or otherwise, as said 
Traction Company may at any Uine select for 
the traction or operation of cars. 

It empowers said Pittsburgh Traction Com¬ 
pany to construct, maintain and use such 
conduits, cables and appliances us It. may 
deem proper for the application of cable 
power, and also to erect such posts, poles, 
supports or other devices as said Traction 
Company may from time to time select to 
support, any overhead electric s>NU*in for the 
supply of motor power. 

It furthermore authorizes the said Pitts¬ 
burgh Traction Company to operate Its cars 
upon any or all the railways of companies al¬ 
ready designated. 

It Is similar to the Duquesne TrucMon Com¬ 
pany Ordinance which I have just returned 
to y«ur honorable body without my ap¬ 
proval. 

That Ordinance grants the Duquesne Trac¬ 
tion Company unlimited rights, privileges 
and franchises upon the streets occupied by 
the Pittsburgh and East Liberty Passenger 
Railway Company. 

This Ordinance is intended to gtve the Pitts¬ 
burgh Traction Company similar rights, 
privileges and franchises upon alt the streets 
occupied by the Duquesne Railway, and all 
its branches. 

The Ordinance was evidently drawn by an 
astute lawyer who represented the Traction 
Company and not the City of Pittsburgh. The 
measure Is one-sided ; it grants the Traction 
Company everything but gives the city 
nothing. It confers upon the company all the 
rights.powers und privileges that it is possible 
for language to convey, upon many streets of 
the city; but we search in vain for a word, 
clause or section that provides fora consider¬ 
ation of any character. 

• * 

It would seem, from the liberal manner in 
which the Ordinance has been prepared, that 
the Traction Company could, If It so desired, 
use even a locomotive Irt the traction of its 
cars. 

All these extensive rights and powers for 
nothing. I know It Is claimed that this is a 
traffic arrangement for the convenience of the 
general public. Is It not rather u consolida¬ 
tion or combination for the advantage of the 
companies themselves or of the people largely 
interested in said companies. 

That the first great consideration is the In¬ 
terest of the companies themselves will, I am 
sure, become perfectly apparent by -a careful 
examination of these two Ordinances. The 
con venlence of the general public Isa second¬ 
ary consideration. 

The Ordinances are broad-gauged and com¬ 
prehensive, embracing all the powers needed 
now or that maybe required in the future. 
All this for nothing. 

For the rights and privileges enjoyed by the 
Duquesne Traction Company upon the streets 
of this city that company bound Itself to ex¬ 
pend, as a consideration at least 812 ,-tQO per 
mile in paving the streets upon which Its 
tracks are laid. It is proposed by this Ordin¬ 
ance to give the Pittsburgh Traction Com¬ 
pany all the rights and privileges upon those 
streets enjoyed by the Duquesne Traction 
Company Itself without any consideration. 
If those franchises were worth $12,500 a mile in 


paving to the Duquesne Traction Company 
are they not worth something to the Pitts¬ 
burgh Traction Company? 

If they are a benefit to the latter company, 
should not. the company be asked to give the 
city some consideration in return ? It cannot 
be asked to pave between tlie tracks nor am 
It be required to keep the roadway In repair. 
That work the Duquesne Traction Company 
has done or has bound Itself to do hi the Ordi¬ 
nances under which it occupies the streets. 

Is It right, therefore. Is It Just to the city, to 
permit the Pittsburgh Traction Company to 
enjoy all t he ad vantages which will accrue to 
It from the use and occupancy of all these 
streets without demanding from it some 
equivalent. 

Vulimble franchises obtained gratuitously 
from the city have been used for the benefit 
and profit of private individuals. Sometimes 
they have been transferred to others for valu¬ 
able considerations, but no benefits have ac¬ 
crued therefrom to tlie city. 

Is it not time, therefore, for the city to pro¬ 
tect her own Interests by Incorporating In all 
Ordinances granting valuable rights, privi¬ 
leges and powers upon her streets to individu¬ 
als, companies or corporations, suitable pro¬ 
visions requiring equitable considerations for 
he franchises given. 

The poor man who drives his cart upon t.he 
streets of our city Is taxed for the privilege; 
but it may be said that not one dollar of 
revenue passes into the treasury of the city 
from the numerous street railway companies 
which practically monopolize many of the 
most important streets. True, they are a 
great convenience to the general public, hut 
the people pay lor the convenience. They are 
money-inaktng enterprises. That is their pri¬ 
mary object, and they should give the city 
something for the privileges which are to 
them u source of greut profit.

Oakland and East 
liberty Passenger Railway Coin puny, similar 
to tlie powers given the same company re¬ 
gard ingThe Market Street Railway Company, 
The Craig Street Hallway Company, The 
Highland Street Railway Company, The 
Wilkins burg Street Railway Company and 
several other companies of a like character, 
by an Ordinance, No. 243, of Select Council, 
granting The Duquesne Traction Company 
right to enter upon, use and occupy certain 
streets and passed by your honorable body 
February 27, 1»90. 

The first section of Hie Ordinance which I 
return to your honorable body Is very similar 
to the first section of the Ordinance of 1*90. and 
so far as I am able to determine is intended 
to confer similar powers, but touching differ¬ 
ent companies.

Section 3 Just, quoted, is 
certainly sufficiently broad to enable The 
Duquesne Traction Company to extend those 
powers to any other company with which H 
may enter Into contract. 

section 5, of the Ordinance of February 27, 

1890, Is as follows: 

“The said Duquesne Traction Company, in 
consideration of the rights and privileges 
hereby granted, shall within thirty days 
after the passage and approval of this Ordin¬ 


ance, by a writing executed under Its corpor¬ 
ate seal, duly attested by the proper officers 
of said company, and to be filed In the office 
of tlie City Controller, bind Itself that there 
Him I) be ex petided In good faith, within two 
years from the date of the passage and ap- 
I proval of tills Ordinance, not less than twelve 
thousand five hundred dollars per mile In

In this Ordinance there Is no consideration 
whatever for tlie franchises sought except 
that required by section 3, of tlie General 
Ordinance referred to, and which provides for 
paving between the trucks and one foot out¬ 
side thereof. And this work has already been 
done bv the companies occupying the streets 
upon which The Duquesne Traction Company 
asks the right to enter for the purpose of con¬ 
structing, maintaining and operating, motors, 
cables, electrical appliances, Ac. 

The Ordinance gives The Duquesne Trac¬ 
tion Company absolutely unlimited power, 
above, on und under the streets occupied by 
the Pittsburgh and East Liberty Passenger 
Railway Company and the Central Transit 
Company, provided consent of said companies 
is obtained, without any considerat ion what¬ 
ever to the city. It Is an exceedingly liberal 
measure granting extensive powers and 
should, therefore.

All officers and employees of the 
Department of Public Safety and Public 
Works shall be paid out of the appropriate 
appropriation made for those departments, 
and the Assistant City Assessors shall be paid 
from Appropriation No. 2, salaries of city of¬ 
ficers. 

Sec. 7. All balances lawfully remaining to 
the credit of appropriations made for the year

That all moneys received or to be 
received from sale of the City Poor Farm, in¬ 
cluding the Interest thereon, or as much 
thereof ns may be necessary, is hereby appro¬ 
priated lor the purchase ol a new Poor Farm 
and the erection of the necessary buildings 
thereon. 

Sec. 11, That, any ordinance or part of ordi¬ 
nance conflicting with the provisions of this 
ordinance be and the same is hereby repealed 
so far as Lhe same affects this ordinance.

Gentlemen:—I regret that Illness has pre¬ 
vented my meeting with you regarding the 
matter of the vacation of Mint alley, and as I 
am still confined fo bed shall be unable to 
intend to-day’s Council meeting. I have 
been Informed that you meton Saturday rela¬ 
tive to this subject, but I have no means of 
knowing of such to be the case, and conse¬ 
quently have no right to form an opinion as 
to what conclusion you may have come to on 
the subject. I will therefore briefly outline 
my own opinion in the matter, which, if you 
agree to, you can submit as our report;should 
you disagree thereto you will oblige me per¬ 
sonally, owing to the fact of mv inability to 
be present, by stat ing my views on the sub¬ 
ject to Council. My opinion in the matter is 
ns follows: 

While I recognize the fact that the improve¬ 
ment proposed by the .railroad company 
would be of great benefit to the manufactur¬ 
ing interest of the South Side, yet I think It 
can be accomplished without doing injustice 
to anybody, and I think if the matter is al¬ 
lowed to lay over that an amicable compro¬ 
mise can be effected between the company 
and the small property owners in interest. It 
is all well enough lor the company to promise 
these people everything, but. were I in their 
place, I would require some guarantee of good 
laith on their part before agreeing to be cut off 
from any outlet in the manner proscribed in 
these Ordinances. While I believe it has been 
the custom for parties in whose interests 
streets are vacaLed to acquire possession of 
the ground composing such streets, it is in 
my opinion an exceedingly bud custom, ami 
the sooner it is abolished the better. And if 
these Ordinances are finally passed to-day. 1 
recommend that it be with a proviso that tne 
railroad company pay into the city treasury 
the full value per foot front for the width of 


the street and alley thus vacated as was paid 
for the property abutting on the same. I also 
believe, regarding t.he Ordinance relating to 
Mint alley, that the terms of the law requir¬ 
ing a majority of interest and number have 
not been complied with, and this is a case il¬ 
lustrated of just what our new street act was 
intended to prevent, viz: the gobbling up of 
the majority of front age on any street or alley 
to the detriment and injury of the small prop¬ 
erty holder.

When any street, avenue or alley shall have 
been paved and set with curbstones, 11 shall 
he the duly of the Chief of the Department of 
Public Works to give twenty days written 
notice to the owner or owners or agents of any 
jot or lots fronting or abutting upon any such 
street, avenue or alley to lay and place In 
front of his or her or their lot or lots, the side¬ 
walk or pavement and to construct the same

It shall be the duty of all owners of property 
fronting or abutting on streets where board¬ 
walks have been previously laid, or shall 
hereafter he laid In accordance with law, to 
keep the same in good order and repair. 
Upon the failure of any owner or owners to 
repair such boardwalk after twenty days 
written notice U> said owner or owners or Ills 
or their agent from the Chief of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works to repair such board¬ 
walks, the said Chief of the Department of 
Public Works shall cause the same to be re¬ 
paired, at the cost and expense of said owner 
or owners, and the costand expense thereof 
shall be collected from said owner or owners, 
according to law.
